The Alhambra and Castro theaters in 
this city, both of which were recently 
wired for talkies, it is said, dispensed 
with their musicians by notice. Tonight 
the Royal Theater, a big neighborhood 
T. & D. houses on Polk street, is minus 
Frank Galvin and his orchestra of six, 
who, according to the management, were 
called out on Saturday by the Musicians’ 
Union. The Royal has not yet been 
wired for talkies. 

A general strike of musicians, stage- 
hands, janitors and motion picture 
operators against all the Nasser Bros.’ 
houses is expected as a result of the 
friction.

CHICAGO, March 16.—The suit of Wm. 
Kleighe, Hammond, Ind., theater man, 
against S. J. Gregory, of the Gregory- 
Bernasek Theater Corporation, filed 
about @ year ago, has been decided in 
favor of Gregory. The suit involved 
about $40,000. 

Kleighe’s appeal from the sentence im- 
posed on him in a theater bombing case 
last year is still pending. 


Move Would Bring Situation Before Public 
and Force Showdown Where Inimical 
Forces or Monopolies Exist 


A drastic move to bring about a show- 
down in communities where unfair regu- 
lations, illegal restrictions or other 
inimical forces exist with regard to the 
amusement business is being considered 
by a group of showmen, who discussed 
the matter at a private meeting last 
week. The plan also is intended to in- 
clude towns where monopolies are in 
control and dictate without considering 
the public’s right to have a pick of 
entertainment. 

It is figured that, on the well-estab- 
lished premise that no town amounts 
to much unless it has plenty of diver- 
sified amusements, by passing up un- 
friendly communities and playing near- 
by stands it will have the effect of 
creating public inquiry, bring out the 


reasons for the town being ignored, and 
force a showdown on the question. 

Even entire States might be passed up, 
particularly those that practice exor- 
bitant and unfair taxation of amuse- 
ments 

Railroads will be made a party to the 
case where their rates or regulations for 
show trains are deemed out of line. 

Among the factors that influenced the 
meeting was the great number of small 
towns that complained last year because 
no shows came their way. In several in- 
stances the absence of seasonal amuse- 
ments had such a depressing effect on 
local business and civic spirit that the 
mayors and merchants took action and 
offered to co-operate to any extent with 
shows desiring to play the towns. 


Unemployment Is Chief Topic 
At Actors’ Equity Meeting 


Closed Shop and Duplicate Broadway Companies 
Among Remedies Suggested—Committee 
Appointed To Study Economic IIls 


NEW YORK. March 18.—Unemploy- 
ment was the chief topic of discussion 
at a general meeting of Actors’ Equity 
Association this afternoon at the Hotel 
Astor. Altho the meeting had been called 
primarily for the election of nominating 
committee, it soon drifted into the em- 
ployment question and an open discus- 
sion of the ills of the legitimate theater. 

Eddie O'Connor, an actor of 44 years’ 
standing, led the way with a plea that 
Equity declare a closed shop, saying that 


the employment evil was due to the fact 
that there are far too many actors. Said 
O'Connor: “The current season is the 
worst I have ever experienced in 44 years. 
There is no doubt but that the decline 
of the road and the growth of the mo- 
tion picture have done their share in 
weakening the legitimate theater, and, 
consequently, limiting employment. 
However, the principal cause of unem- 
ployment is due to the fact that there

Another Plan 


For the Road 


Agents and Managers Pro- 
pose “Wheel” Idea Under 
Labor Auspices 


NEW YORK, March 18.—The Associa- 
tion of Theatrical Agents and Managers 
is the latest organization to step to the 
front with a plan for rehabilitating the 
road. Its plan, unique in that it is con- 
fined to the smaller centers and inde- 
pendent of the organized booking syn- 
dicates, is to play in every locality under 
the auspices of the trades and labor 
councils affiliated with the American 
Federation of Labor, of which the A. T. 
A. M. also is a unit. As drawn up by 
Milton T. Middleton, secretary-treasurer 
of the organization, the plans calls for 
5 routes of 36 weeks each. These would 
operate on the “wheel” plan, opening 
Labor Day in every Monday town. The 
routes have been laid to comprise mostly 
one-night stands and the maximum en- 
gagement contemplated is for one week. 

In organizing a booking plan the A. T. 
A. M. is relying on the use of city, 
memorial, college or high school audi- 
toriums in towns having no available 
legitimate theater. The presentation of 
both dramatic and musical shows is 
planned with a top of $1.50 for the 
former and $2.50 for the latter. Pro- 
ductions would be sponsored by the 
regular commercial managers, the A. T. 
A. M. acting only as the booking office

Stage Slump 
Hits Berlin 


40 Per Cent of Actors Get- 
ting $250 Yearly—2.000 
Out of Work 


BERLIN, March 16.—In a stormy pro- 
test meeting called recently by the Ac- 
tors’ Union, harsh words were hurled 
against Manager Saltenburg and several 
of his colleagues, who are accused of 
taking advantage of the misery and un- 
employment among local actors and pay- 
ing them paltry salaries of 75 cents 2 
day. Saltenburg. in his capacity as 
president of the Berlin Legitimate Man- 
agers’ Union, canceled the minimum sal- 
ary agreement, the amount of which is 
$62 monthly. 

President Wallauer, of the Actors’ As- 
sociation, declared that 40 per cent of 
the Berlin actors have an “income” of 
700 to 1,000 marks per year ($175 to 
$250 yearly). 

Wallauer also attacked the police au- 
thorities for granting licenses to man- 
agers without the necessary security. He 
cited the case of Manager Bruck, who 
last week closed the Nollendorf Thea- 
ter with heavy losses to the actors. 

There are approximately 2,000 actors 
in Berlin out of a job, and while most 
of the legitimate managers are doing 
well, the actors are starving. A group 
of radical actors in the meeting attacked 
the Actors’ Union and demanded a 
mimimum salary of $87 monthly.

Canadian Famous Players 


Now Controlled in Canada 


TORONTO, March 16.—Thru acquisi- 
tion of a large block of stock formerly 
held by American interests, control of 
the Famous Players’ Canadian Corpora- 
tion is now in the hands of Dominion 
shareholders, according to N. L. Natha- 
son, president of the company. The 
extent of the control is said to be about 
95 per cent. 

The Canadian Famous Players’ organi- 
gation has a string of more than 150 
houses in this country. Many of these 
theaters play dramatic and musical road 
shows, principally British productions. 
In this connection the Trans-Canada 
Bookings, Ltd., of Toronto, points out 
that it is not necessary for road com- 
panies to negotiate in New York in order 
to arrange for a Canadian tour. 

The Bransby Williams route, according 
to the Trans-Canada office, was laid out 
by his Canadian agent, B. E. Lang, of 
All-Canadian Tours, thru the Trans- 
Canada Bookings, Ltd., which booked 


Williams into the following towns, all 
controlled by Canadian interests: 


Brockville, Kingston, Peterboro, Hamil- 
ton, St. Catharines, Guelph. Woodstock, 
London, Orillia, North Bay, Fort William, 
Prince Albert, Saskatoon, Yorkton, Mel- 
ville, Regina, Moose Jaw, Swift Current, 
Medicine Hat, Lethbridge, Calgary and 
Edmonton. 


Williams’ itinerary also included Mont- 
real, Toronto, Winnipeg, Victoria and 
Vancouver. The Victoria house is partly 
owned by Canadian Famous Players and 
booked thru the Erlanger office, New 
York, and the George Hood office, Seat- 
tle. The Vancouver theater now is man- 
aged by B. E. Lang and P. R. Allen, 
of that city, and booked thru New York 
and Seattle. Erlanger also books into 
Toronto and Montreal. The Winnipec 
house is owned by C. P. Walker, of that 
city, and books direct in the case of 
English or Canadian shows.

“Playing With Love” 
Last Academy Offering 


NEW YORK, March 16.—For the final 
production of the season, the Amert- 
can Academy of Dramatic Arts presented 
Arthur Schnitzler’s Playing With Love 
at the Lyceum Theater yesterday. This 
is the second time within a month that 
this play has been produced in New 
New York—it was offered by a profes- 
sional group a few weeks ago, and there 
was much speculation in the press at 
the time as to why anyone should 
bother to produce it at all. In contrast 
to the professional production, however, 
the Academy players showed that with 
the aid of intelligent acting and good 
direction the play at least could be made 
interesting. Every one in the cast did 
very good work, particularly in the 
handling of the emotional scenes, and 
the result was a highly commendable 
performance. Robert White played with 
restraint and sincerity, and created an 
altogether human and understandable 
Fritz Lobheimer, which is something of 
an accomplishment for any actor. Trux- 
tun Craven was at last given a role 
which was something more than comedy- 
relief, and he handled it very expertly. 
If some of the humor in the first act 
seemed a bit pathetic, it was the au- 
thor’s fault and not his. Fernande 
Gardner was a delightfully appealing 
Mizi, and Webster Patterson left noth- 
ing to be desired as Hans Weiring. Lois 
Miche! contributed the outstanding per- 
formance in the role of Christine, and 
her work in the third act was particu- 
larly fine. Phyllis Barchard was good as 
Katharina Binder, while Myra Bates and 
Frank Ray played their bits competent- 
ly. 

The curtain raiser, Beauty and the 
Jacobin, by Booth Tarkington, was not 
so well done. There were evidences of 
its having been hastily put on, which 
may account for the fact that practi- 
cally everyone in the cast at one point 
or another had trouble with the lines. 
Gayle Nelson did well enough in the 
lead, and Guy Fuguet made an amiable 
Valsin, but both of these players suffered 
from lapses of memory and consequently 
their performances were not as convinc- 
ing as they might have been. Helen Lu- 
ber did very good work, and Frederic 
Handrich, in spite of some hesitancy, 
gave an effective characterization.

High Officials Down Rumors With Form Letters—Lubin 
and Schenck Deny Emphatically They Will Step 
Out—Loeb’s Mysterious Comment 


NEW YORK, March 16.—Erought face to face with varied rumors having to 


do with the disposition of Loew departmental] executives 


and subordinates under 


tie new state of affairs, with William Fox holding the reins, high-ranking officials 
of the merged outfit were quick this week to send reassuring word thru recognized 


internal channels to those 
writing Nicho!as M. Schenck, Loew's re- 
elected president, remains the only ex- 
ecutive of high rank who has not yet 
directly come out in the open to refute 
the conglomeration of reports which have 
arisen since the formal announcement 
was issued of the Fox interests taking 
over Loew's, Inc. 

Various active officers of Loew's, in- 
cluding Colonel Edward A. Schiller, vice- 
president, and Charles C. Moscowitz, as- 
sistant treasurer, dispatched optimistic 
form letters to subordinate department 
heads under their immediate jurisdiction 
Taking the contents of these letters at 


their literal worth, there will be few in- 
ternal personnel changes in the Loew 
organization. This uniform reassurance 
of course, is being absorbed by those 
for whom it is intended as a partial 
palliative. The general feeling is that 
these letters are evidence of the de- 


termination of the present administrative 
body to continue with its old policies 
As to what will be left for them to do 
when Fox gets around to his projected 
economy drives is only for Lady Luck 
to decide. The letters, in short, mean 
naught else than a determination on the 
part of the present administration to 
stick to their guns as long as the powder 
of their authority holds out. 

The letters took cognizance of the fact 


that there is a feeling of uneasiness 
among Loew executives. as outlined in 
detail in last week's Billboard. One of 


the form letters, alleged to be a replica 
of those sent out by other Loew officials, 
reads in part: 

“While we were very much surprised 
to learn that there seems to be unrest 
among some of the employees in the 
field, I can readily understand that the 
mewspaper articles and publicity which 
spread thruout the country may have had 
occasion to cause this feeling. I want 
to take this opportunity to assure you 
that there is no cause for any anxiety. 

“Our organization will continue to re- 
main intact. As a matter of fact, at a 
board of directors’ meeting held last 
week, Nicholas M. Schenck was elect- 
ed president of our company and all 
other present officers were re-elected 
with no changes of any kind. There is 
no thought tn our mind of changing the 
personnel of our organization, either in 
New York or out of town, therefore there 
should be no reason for uneasiness on our 
part any more than in the past. Our 
operations and policies will continue as 
they have heretofore 

“I sincerely trust that this letter of 
assurance to you will ‘mean a continu- 
ance of your fullest co-operation and 
loyalty to our company as in the past. 

convey this expression fo your 
entire staff of emplovees.” 

While the slap-on-the-back 
were being distributed and absorbed by 
the shaky Loew personnel. rumors were 
being circulated in the vaudeville arena 
that Jack Loeb, Fox's chief vaudeville 
booker, will shortly gain the ascendancy 
over J. H. Lubin and Marvin Schenck as 
the act-buying personality in the Fox- 
Loew organization. How the rumors 
originated a thoro investigation failed to

reveal, but they were being bandied 
ubout by agents and artistes on 46th 
street with three leading statements 


kept singularly constant These were: 

1 Jack Loeb will start booking Loew's 
choice vaudefilmers. the State, New 
York; State, Newark, and Metropolitan, 
Brooklyn, in about two weeks.

2. Marvin Schenck will step out of the 
booking office, accepting a lucrative 
banking proposition held in the bag by 
Joseph M. Schenck on the West Coast.

The reports were denied emphatically 
by those in authority in the Loew out- 
fit. On the other ha.d, Jack Loeb, 
when faced with the oft-repeated rumors, 
was less emphatic in his negation of 
their veracity.

Loeb said the Fox and Loew booking 
Offices will remain intact.

A’tho the possibility of Loeb taking 
over the Loew houses for booking is not 
remote the present state of affairs 
in the Loew office such a procedure will 
be will nigh impossible. Lubin denied 
that he has the least intention of re- 
‘igning. The venerable booking boss has 
hever been in better health in many 
than now. Besides, he is con- 
siderably more active at this period than 
at any time last or the previous season. 
As to Marvin Schenck, he, too, denied 
emphatically that he intends to resign 
or has his eyes on other projects than 
the one to which he is now assigned. 

From undeniably authentic sources it 
was learned today that Lubin and 
Schenck will not remain in the Loew or- 
ganization should they be forced to as-

Sume subordinate booking posts. The 
late Marcus Loew was thoroly satisfied 
and his successor, Nicholas Schenck, is 


assuredly similarly minded regarding the 
work of Lubin and Schenck. Tho Loeb's 
huge financial interest in the Fox outfit 
may have something to do with his 
assumption of booking power should it 
come to a showdown, it is felt by those 
close to both factions that Loeb does not 
desire to extend his booking influence 
further than its present bounds. Loeb’s 
present booking activity is looked upon 
as his avocation and it is unlikely that 
he looks forward longingly toward ad- 
ministering the act-buying detail for the 
appreciable Loew string of vaudefilmers. 

It is known on good authority that 
Lubin and Schenck have been advised to 
sit tight and that they have passed the 
word on to their agents and office sub- 
ordinates. Loew's booking activity. while 
not vhenomenal! in the line of salary 
expenditures, is comparable and possibly 
in excess of the grosses reached earlier 
in the season and all of last year. Altho 
acts are not being signed to season con- 
tracts, this, too, is mot regarded as un- 
usual since Loew has rarely resorted to 
this method of act buying unless it was 
hard set for a definite attraction 

Those who insist—and on more than 
hearsay authority—that Loew and Fox 
can snd will operate as separate vuude- 
ville booking units back the logic of 
their assertions with the comparison of 
the grade of shows being booked by both 
offices. Jack Loeb pays higher salaries 
and obtains stronger attractions. this 
being consistent with the Fox poiricties. 
Loew uses cheaper shows and with these 
policies constant it is difficult to under- 
stand how both offices will benefit by 
merging their booking activities. Even 
when Fox and Loew houses are allocated 
so as to eive one the idea of hot op- 
position they are reported to be far 
removed from being classified as houses 
of the same rating. In the _ case of 
Loew's Bedford and Fox's Savoy, Brook- 
lyn, for example. the houses are in the 
same locality, but cater to a different 
clientele. The Savoy spends an average 
of 100 per cent more on its vaude. shows 
than the Bedford and produces accord- 
ingly an entirely different type of show 
Lubin’s office is qualified fully to buy 
acts for houses of the Bedford type and 
Loeb is similarly equipped to cope with 
the stage-show problems of the Savoy- 
type houses, typical of most of the Fox 
vaudefilmers here and in New England.

New York Recitals 


Hans Wiener, in company with Vera 
Milcinovic and a group of trained danc- 
ers, gave a highly interesting recital! 
Friday evening, Merch 8, at the old 
Neighborhood Playhouse, in Grand 
street. The recital, given in co-operation 
with the Music School of the Henry 
Street.Settlement, was by far the most 
interesting of the German Schoo] yet 
seen in this country. Mr. Wiener pre- 
sented a very intelligent rendering of 
some solo numbers, among which was 
the ‘“folliwog’s Cakewalk, of Debussy. 
Altho devoid of personality sufficient to 
equip him as an artist of high order, 
his work wa” original, light and pleas- 
ing. Compared with Harald Kreutzberg, 
whose foundation in dancing is the bal- 
let, Mr. Wiener was not in the running. 
Most of the work from the Von Laban 
school in Germany discloses itself to be 
nothing but gymnastics with a grotesque 
series of movements. It really can- 
not be called dancing in the strict sense 
of the word. 

Vera Milcinovic, who is the first of- 
ficial member of Von Laban’s “Tanz- 
buehne” of Berlin to visit this country, 
was the finer artist of the two. In a 
solo number called “Arabesque”, she 
contributed something actually new in 
the field of the dance. This was an 
agility of body in remarkably fine co- 
ordinated design which was well articu- 
lated. Her work is not along the popu- 
lar order. It is of a sophisticated type. 
Two group numbers danced by Mr. 
Wiener and Miss Milcinovic were very 
well done, and they were encored by an 
enthusiastic audience. The work of the 
other members of the company was not 
of any particular newness, consisting 
principally of what seemed to be exer- 
cises done in concert and to music 
The German School has not yet shown 
that it has anything of great value to 
offer. J. B. 

Gavrilov’s Ballet Moderne, which was 
postponed by the action of the police 
department two weeks ago, was allowed 
to go on Sunday evening, March 10, at 
the Booth Theater, as a benefit for the 
Lord Mayor's Fund for Destitute British 
Miners. The change in date necessitated 
the abandoning of several important new 
numbers and the loss of some of the 
cast. Despite this, however, the program 
given was pleasing and colorful, tho the 
work of the ballet was quite immature, 
and many of the “acts” were such 4s 
one would expect at the graduation ex- 
ercises of some high school or other. 

Vera Strelska, a fine artist and repre- 
sentative of the Russian Ballet, was by 
far the most distinguished dancer on 
the entire program. The work of Mr 
Gavrilov seems to have suffered greatly 
as compared to the past. As former 
principal dancer of the Diaghileff ballet, 
much was expected of him, particularly 
along the lines of the so-called “Ballet 
Moderne”. He was disappointing, and 
only served to confirm the suspicions 
now generally held that the Russian 
Ballet is thru—is already old-fashioned 


and is unproductive. There seemed 
to be a great heaviness among 
the dancers, many coming down 


from the most simple steps and leap 
with a thud that would do for dead 
weight alone. A number, entitled “Man- 
hattan Holiday”, was the nearest thing 
to something new which Mr. Gavrilov 
approached. The work of the ballet girls, 
however, in this was so far behind what 
we are used to at the moving picture 
th aters that it merits but little com- 
ment. The “Circus Adventure” was per- 
haps the best spot on the evening's diver 
tissements, which gave off something of 
merit. Here one is treated to the back- 
stage of the circus where a little drama 
between a “Johnny” and the leading 
ballerina takes place. The idea was 
good thruout, and the dancing well

Yes, Harold Samuel, in his last recital 
this season, rendered superbly an entire 
Bach program, which will always be a 
delightful memory to the fortunate en- 
thusiasts who heard him on this occa- 
sion. In two groups of six each, Samuel 
played 12 of the 48 Preludes and Pucues 
from Books 1 and 2, and distributed nice. 
ly between these he gave the French 
Suite in E-Flat Major, which comprised 
seven different movements, with prob- 
ably the best-liked Gigue as the finale. 
Even this elaborate program was insuf- 
ficient, for the genuine enthusiasm re- 
sulted in four or five additional Bach 
numbers being generously presented by 
Samuel ‘before bowing his grateful fare- 
wells. As a Bach interpreter, Samuel un- 
doubtedly is today in the enviable posi- 
tion of a supreme authority, and his re- 
citals are inspirational and educational 
to piano players and other students, and 
most certainly of rare enjoyment and 
satisfaction to others who attend to 
listen and appreciate rare art in come 
position and execution.

Little is visible except an 
additional pedal attachment, but in- 
visible is a kind of shutter-sweller above 
and below the strings as a sound casing 
By its use an increase of tone coloring, 
greater fullness and sustaining quality, 
crescendo and decrescendod (of notes al- 
ready struck) and delightful legato are 
greatly enhanced, certainly considerable 
improvement over an ordinary piano. 
Donahue alone is a thoroly pleasing solo- 
ist, and his program of Bach, Brahms, 
Wagner-Liszt, a group of five of De- 
bussy, and Griffe’s The White Peacock, 
were excellently rendered, and no doubt 
especially selected to display the possi- 
bilities of the Hammond pedal. It surely 
brings out many new beauties, such as 
offered in the DeBussy and Griffes num- 
bers. It is suggested that any interested 
in an improved piano take early oppor- 
tunity to hear this meritorious innova- 
tion.

What all this is intended to convey is 
a mystery. Young Alezrander is far from 
being a lucid play. The First Act is 
handled very seriously, at least the first 
and third scenes. In between is sand- 
wiched a scene in the tent of Darius 
which is plainly satirical. The Second 
Act is in a similar vein, while the final 
act returns to the original seriousness 
The result is that the play is neither one 
thing nor another. 


As a matter of fact, it is the light, 
fun-poking scenes that are far and away 
the best. It is too bad that the author 
has not been consisfent on this point. 
Had such been the case, Young Alezan- 
der wou'd be a far more palatable dish. 

Henry Hull, in the title role, struts 
and fumes excessively. There is no 
doubt that Alexander was intended 
to be impetuous, but Hull carries it to 
extremes, jumping at lines and gestures 
that would be more effective if taken 
casually. A. E. Anson is suave and cer- 
tain as Aristandos. Indeed, he is in- 
clined to be a bit too phlegmatic for 
easy digestion.

Some of the best moments are those 
hand’ed by Edward Rigby, as the shy tor- 
mentor, Spithrides.

Edward Donnelly and Doan 
Borup, as two of Alexander's generals, 
hardly appear to be the products of that 
conqueror’s mode of discipline.

Altho Solitaire presents great oppor- 
tunities for a colorful, gripping and 
unique drama, it is one of those plays 
in which practically all the chances have 
been muffed. Poorly written, clumsily 
constructed and weakly directed, it is 
a slow, awkward and disjointed piece 
that falls considerably short of the 
Broadway mark. 

Billed as a comedy drama, it moves 
into out-and-out melodrama, generously 
sprinkled with rank sentimentalism. 
The plot, which presented exceptional 
opportunities for a fine psychological 
and character study, has been warped 
into a sterile piece of prop. theater, 
clogged by extraneous complications that 
hamper rather than motivate the theme. 
The character drawing, on which the 
power of the play should have been 
built, is crude, unimaginative and 
limpid. The attempts to inject “color”, 
an essential to the effectiveness of 
Solitaire, are weak and impossible. All 
these inherent weaknesses have been 
greatly accentuated by the stiff and 
stilted direction. 

What an idea for a grand piece of 
theater! Bobby, a Coney Island midget, 
is godfather and general counsel to the 
other inhabitants of that isle of amuse- 
ment. He believes in helping any and 
everyone despite the advice of his part- 
ner and boon companion, Ajax, the 
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strong man. Finally Bobby, who longs 
for a home, is ensnared by one of the 
Island's most notorious hussies. She 
marries him as a meal ticket. 

In less than a month she is holding 
trysts with the handsome lifeguard and, 
all in all, making things anything but 
happy for Bobby She and the guard 
decide to elope to Chicago 3obby sur- 
prises them as they are packing, and, 
when the guard taunts and insults him, 
Bobby pulls a gun and shoots. Ajax 
tries to shoulder the blame, and when 
that fails some of the Island characters 
try to frame the midget’s wife. But 
Bobby will not stand for it. Just when 
things look darkest, however, the dis- 
trict attorney informs Bobby that no 
jury in the country would convict him 
and the case is dismissed. 

It is an unfortunately weak character 
that the authors have made of the 
midget. He is little better than a glori- 
fied Pollyanna who dispenses his sun- 
Shine without counsel or thought. 

Again the story is a bit too implausible 
for, ready digestion 

Master Gabriel gives a tender and 
capable performance as the midget. 
Certainly this little man possesses talent 
as an actor, and it is indeed regrettable 
that the play is not up to the perform- 
ance he brings to it. There are times 
when he overdraws, but, considering the 
sheepish qualities of the character, it 
is an unavoidable tendency. 

The outstanding performance is given 
by Dorothy Libaire as the disillusioned 
sister of the strong man. Soft, intelli- 
gent and sure, she shows herself to be a 
young actress of quality and charm and 
one of whom more is certain to be 
heard. Carl Eckstrom makes the most 
of his opportunities as Ajax. 

Dorothy Guthern, as the girl, leaves 
something to be desired. However, the 
limitations of the script are undoubtedly 
to blame. The part is without relief of 
any kind. It is overdone. Samuel 
Levine is excellent as a gunman, and 
Ryder Keane does well enough as the 
lifeguard. Henry O'Neill gives a good 
performance as the district attorney, and 
Olive Burgoyne is among the best as a 
colored maid. It must be recorded that 
most of the attempts at comedy relief 
are rather sorry with the exception of 
those injected by Miss Burgoyne. 

The settings, especially the Coney Is- 
land effect in the first act, are well 
adapted.

Better Shows

Editor The Billboard: 
I would like to give you my idea of 
shows. In 1922 my father started 
in the show business playing black- 
In a little one-night road show, 
me all the opportunity he could 
® make a good comedian out of myself, 
‘ha In 1925 I decided I wanted to play 
Cramatic stock. I tried it and flopped 
‘hen I decided to hit vaudeville shows 
and play blackface again and finally 
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ended up as a master of ceremonies in 
a night club. I had a good band and 
good entertainers with a lot of good 
stuff 

Then the manager started to book in 
some acts that I don't think the devil 
could put over. They weren't fitted for 
what they were playing. Some of them 
knew nothing about makeup ofr cos- 
tumes. When going thru this I found 
that not only the ones that I was try- 
ing to put over, but plenty of others 
in the theaters today are in the same 
boat. Some are trying to play parts out 
ef the class they are fitted for and 
some are playing the right part, but 
don't have the right costumes. 

Who wants to see a comedian in a 
tuxedo or full dress unless it is too 
large for him? Go into a theater and 
listen to the average patron when a8 co- 
median walks on the stage in a tuxedo 

I haven't been on a stage for two 
years now, but I haven't been sleeping 
In these two years’ absence I have writ- 
ten 40 new presentations that are dif- 
ferent. and you can bet your last dollar 
that it isn’t going to be dancing and 
piano. Every musician will Know how 
to put on his makeup, all the costumes 
will harmonize with the scenery, the 
master of ceremonies will costume with 
the rest of the show and I am going 
to be sure that every musician can do 
a specialty 

I expect to be making my comeback 
within the next six to eight weeks and 
when I prove this a success you will 
aggree with me that I am telling you 
just what is wrong with every show 
of today. Get more comedy and less 
dancing and see how quickly your show 
will go over. When a business man goes 
into a show he doesn’t want to see two 


or three acts almost the same. Just 
stick a good comedian in front of him 
and let him have a good laugh. Watch 
how quickly he forgets his troubles and 
worries and then when he leaves the 
theater he will have a smile on his face 
When we have shows like this, with 
plenty of novelty and comedy, the thea- 
ters will have box-office records broken 
again.

Original Dancing Juggler 


New York, March 12, 1929. 
Editor The Billboard: 

I read the recent letter referring to 
dancing while juggling, and wish to 
state that for vears I was billed as 
“Lorette, the Original Dancing Juggler” 
My title was never disputed. I adopted 
the billing in 1899, altho I invented 
many of my combinations long before 
then, while doing other acts and playing 
the old concert halls I have seen 
trobably a score of acts combine the 
two arts in the last 30 years, but I find 
the majority do only one combination— 
that is, juggle three clubs, balls, etc., 
with one juggling movement only, which 
they do not vary. The women generally 
do waltz steps, the men buck dancing, 
and this seems to be the limit of clever- 
ness in that line. 

I was an expert all-round tap and 
step dancer doing all styles, Lancashire 
American and waltz clog; Irish jig, reel 
and hornpipe, song and dance routines, 
buck, essence and sand jig dancing, all 
of which I combined in different ways 
with juggling feats. 

I juggled three solid wooden clubs 
(small size), balls and plates while danc- 


ing in 1888 at a school entertainment. 
I had never heard of or seen anyone 
doing it previously. 

In 1900 at Tony Pastor’s, I was jug- 
gling four knives while dancing, five 
balls while dancing, three cigar-box trick 
While dancing and also dancing difficult 
steps while bouncing balls on the floor. 

Some of my feats shown on the Keith, 
Kohl and Castle and other circuits and 
with repertoire, musical comedy, bur- 
lesque and minstrel shows were: Waltz 
clog while doing three top hats on and 
off head, both in time with the music: 
hat balance on nose while dancing; 
figure of 10 cigar boxes balanced on chin 
while dancing; three and four clubs 
while dancing, and three and four plates, 
Various ways, while dancing. Another 
feat of mine that I believe has never 
been equaled is four lines of action 
simultaneously balancing, juggling, 
Spinning and dancing. I balanced a stick 
with a bowl spinning on top upon my 
forehead, spun a regular tray, not faked, 
on the finger of one hand and juzyled 
two plates in the other one, while danc- 
ing 32 bars of step dancing. 

I attribute my ability to synchronize 
the two arts to my adequacy in both, 
coupled with a good working knowledge 
of time and music. H. M. LORETTE.

In the first place 
principals get higher salaries than do the 
chorus and so have more with which 
to gamble. In the second place, in 
non-bonded companies, it is frequently 
difficult for the management a 
cast of principals with names. The re- 
sult of this is that many people who 
have not yet acquired a reputation in 
their work have a chance to play good 
parts. For that reason they are willing 
to gamble on their salaries thinking 
that, even if they are not paid, they 
may establish themselves by being seen 
doing good work A week's salary for a 
chorus member will just about pay his 
expenses out of town. If he gets a part 
of his salary it won't be sufficient 
expenses while it might be enough for 
a principal.

Since Barnum’s name is associated 
with the circus and showmanship gen- 
erally, this careless use of the “sucker” 
phrase, either by the public or in amuse- 
ment business, more or less casts a bad 
reflection on show business. 

Showfolk would find it worth their 
while to point out these misuses of 
Barnum’s name whenever they encounter 
them in newspapers, magazines or else- 
where.

have palled on the public, causing pat- 
ronage to fall off, and the large circus 
to become as dead as Julius Caesar. In 
other words, I believe the horse is the 
strongest card the circus has, and as 
he disappears more and more from pub- 
lic view, just so much more will he 
become an attraction to draw people 
when presented in large numbers with 
a show. 


The placing of circuses on rail was 
the salvation of the horse as the com- 
petition following the Civil War in 
building larger shows increased the 
mecessity for longer jumps by the old 
wagon shows to reach towns of suf- 
ficient size to make the circus pay. 
These long jumps the stock could not 
make; many were completely used up 
and abandoned, and the rest were run 
down and presented a poor appearance. 
As soon as the horse, after doing a 
reasonable day’s work, could have rest 
and be cared for, and then be relieved 
of the long all-night haul, he presented 
a sleek and attractive appearance, which 
greatly added to his exhibition value. 


HE marvelous and rapid develop- 
ment of the railways of the 
United States at an early date 


stock, and the 
purely mechanical 


attracted the attention of circus owners 
to the advisability of adopting rail 
transportation, and the first to make 
the experiment was the enterprising 
firm of Spalding & Rogers back in the 
year 1856 Necessarily many of the 
places of exhibition at that time had no 
railroads, so only occasional moves could 
by these means when the route 
the railroad points and when 
necessary equipment could be 
from the different lines. 

There were many serious drawbacks 
on account of the shortness of the vari- 
ous roads, and the variation of gauges 
ran all the way from broad (6 feet) 
down to narrow (3 feet), in all around 
a dozen different widths. While most 
all, around 1880, were brought to the 
standard of 4 feet, 8144 inches, there were 
great hardships to overcome by having 
to transfer all property to other cars 
one or more times on many of the jumps 
that were made. When shows began to 
own their own equipment they had to 
put into shops and have the wheels of 


the 


secured 


their cars changed before going into 
certain territory. There was a large 


plant in particular, located in Louisville, 
Ky., which regulated equipment for 
travel over the Southern systems. 


OWEVER, in spite of all, there 

were other noteworthy cases of 

traveling by rail following that 
of Spalding & Rogers. The Haight & 
Chambers Show used rails to some ex- 
tent in 1866. The following year the 
Dan Castello Circus, managed by James 
M. Nixon, was said to have traveled, in 
a long season, 20,000 miles by fail. L. B. 
Lent, with his New York circus, starting 
in 1866, consistently moved by railroad 
up thru 1872, but over a short season in 
limited Eastern territory. Maginly & 
Carroll did in 1868, and likewise the 
John Robinson Show, now and then. 
These shows used nothing but railroad

company equipment of 30-ft. cars, flats 
for wagons, stock and passenger. The 
seats of the latter were arranged for 
sleeping on long runs by placing planks 
on top of the seat backs, and a lower 
tier could be arranged by turning two 
seats facing each other and connecting 
with shorter planks. These circuses 
were all comparatively small and seldom 
utilized more than a dozen or so cars. 


The man who finally took the lead 
in establishing the feasibility and over- 
coming the difficulties in moving a 
large show by rail was W. C. Coup in 
the year 1872, his second as manager 
and general director of P. T. Barnum’'s 
World's Fair. He says in his book: 
“During our first season (1871) our re- 
ceipts amounted in round numbers to 
$400,000, exclusive of side shows, con- 
certs and candy stands. Of course, we 


showed in towns of all sizes and our 
daily receipts ranged from $1,000 to 
$7,000. Finding that receipts for the 
larger towns were frequently twice or 


three times as much as the smaller ones, 
I became convinced that we could dou- 
ble our receipts if we could ignore the 
small places and travel only from one 
big town to another, thereby drawing 
the cream of the trade from the adja- 
cent small towns instead of trying to 
give a separate exhibition in each. This 
was my reason for determining to move 
the show by rail the following season. 


<“ HE reader cannot possibly form 

any idea of the amount of 

labor involved in teaching our 
men to become proficient in loading 
and unloading. It is a positive fact 
that I never took the clothes from my 
back from the time of the first loading 
at New Brunswick, N. J., until we 
reached Philadelphia, our seventh stop 
I was also mentally fatigued by my 
partner’s (Barnum) opposition and his 
constant requests to abandon the 


scheme, but at this point I realized 
more than ever the benefits that would 
accrue from the great departure and I 
determined to stick it out to the last.’ 


Coup's greatest difficulty was to g¢ 


any number of flat cars of uniform 
height, so later in the season he had 
built in Columbus, O., a special train 


of flats to overcome this. He also 
chased palace stock cars and Pul 
sleepers. This was the first circus- 
owned train that ever traveled T 
second was in 1876. when Adam Fore 
paugh had his own train built‘ It may 
be said here that Coup was not only 
entirely successful, but arrivals were 
made in time for the Barnum Show to 
parade and give three performances 
thruout the entire year at 10 and 12 
a.m. and 2 p.m, 

During the season of 1872 John 
Robinson's, Lent’s and the Dan Rict 
shows moved more or less by rail. The 
next year W. W. Cole's, the Great East 
ern and the Great Chicago were also 0! 


In 
1875 the Howe Great London followed 
suit, Forepaugh’s in 1876, and then fol

And that is the art of the clown! 
There is no great trick, theatrically or 
otherwise, in making people cry The 
rid is full of tears Man is born of 
w. Remind him of the fact and he 
idy to weep. Perhaps this is what 
Byron had in mind when he wrote: 


And if I laugh at any mortal thing, 

‘Tis that I may not weep.” 

But to make people laugh; to help 
them forget, even if it be for a passing 
oment, the cares and miseries of this 

rkaday world—that requires real art. 

In consequence, we owe much to the 
clown. For it is he who often saves the 
world from becoming too dreary and dull 
for existence 

Tust as the body cries out for sunshine, 
o does the soul cry out for laughter. It 
is, perhaps, the most beneficial of all 
forms of relaxation. Only when we learn 

work both day and night, when we 
rn to do without sleep or rest, only 
hen can we do without laughter. 


ND that we may understand bet- 
ter the art of the clown, what 
is laughter? Psychologists tell 
us it is the simplest form of reaction 
against the ever-present forces of society. 
It is the spontaneous outburst of joy 
whenever the old and natural suddenly 
ppears amidst the restrained and artifi- 
cial. It represents a momentary escape 
from the social rigors of our present-day 
ife, back to primeval freedom. It is a 
orm of release from the constant galling 
rip of social claims. It is the expres- 
Sion of glee which we feel when we see 
the cogs of civilization slip a little. 
Custom and civilization forever urge 
upon us the decorous, the orderly, the 
customary, the uswial, the regular, the 
coherent, the congruous, the proper, the 
refined, the logical. What we laugh at 
is the unconventional, the indecorous, 
the disorderly, the unaccustomed, the 
unusual, the irregular, the incoherent, 
he incongruous, the improper, the un- 
fir illogical, the nonsensical,

TRACLITUS, when he said that it 

is a joy for souls to become wet, 

had in mind, no doubt, this deep 
Instinctive delight in escaping, from 
time to time, from the fetters of social 
demands The occasion of 
thus any elemental situation thrust into 
the course of modern routine 

And this is why the antics of the agile 
fun makers of the ring have always 
been, and always will be, so irresistibly 
mirth-compelling. 

Surely there is nothing decorous, or- 
derly, customary, usual, regular, co- 
herent, congruous, proper, refined or log- 
ical in the knock-about acrobatics of 
the clown, the grotesque buffetings to 
which he submits, nor, for that mat- 
ter, in the eccentric attire which he af- 
fects. In fact, his whole art is based on 
the direct antithesis of these main-pins 
of the canons of social conventionality. 

This is probably why one hears the 
art of the clown sometimes referred to 
as vulgar It is vulgar: vulgar in the 
sense that it is of the crowd. 

To no other art can this lofty praise 
be given 

The clown who today delights and 
amuses the crowd does so not only in ex- 
actly the same manner as did the clown 
who delighted and amused the crowd in 
the days before the Flood, but also in the 
same manner as will the clown in the 
days of our great-grandchildren’s chil- 
dren. 

The clown is the only immortal in the 
world of the theater! Centuries have 
come and gone, mighty kingdoms have 
risen and fallen, war, floods and famine 
have laid bare the land, but nothing has 
stopped his merry march. 


laughter is 


E art of the clown is undoubtedly 

very ancient; so ancient, in fact, 

that no one can rightly say just 
when the first joey bowed his way into 
this vale of tears. 

It is utterly impossible to say how 
long the human race has indulged in 
some form of action which might be 
classed as “theatrical”. As far back as 
records go, men are discovered executing 
rites which may be placed in this cate- 
gory. Imasmuch as these rites were 
mostly of a religious order, one is led to 
believe that sooner or later there devel- 
oped a “profane” side to these early the- 
atricals. The fact that religious dogma 
and conventionality have ever gone hand- 
in-hand strengthens this supposition 

The first thing we read of the clown in 
history is during the early stages of the 
development of the Greek drama He 
was, we are told, a great favorite with 
the Athenians who flocked to the come- 
dies of that period He was held in 
even greater esteem by the pleasure-lov- 
ing Romans. [nN Rome all classes paid 
the clown his tribute of laughter. From 
the lowly legionnaire, even unto Caesar, 
was he applauded.

Unlike the cultured citizens of Athens, 
he upper-class Romans cared little for 
the classic tragedy of that age: thev 


preferred the ribald comedy of the 


mime Consequently the clown was to 
delight- 
ing the multitudes with his mirth-com- 
pelling antics, but also in the banquet 
halls of the nobles—no feast was com- 
plete without his presence 


T was the Romans who gave the 
IJ agile jester his title of clown (al- 

tho this derivation of the word is 
sometimes disputed), the word being de- 
rived from the Latin “colonus”, in the 
ense of a peasant farmer, a favorite 
characterization with the mimes of that 


day and this 


be found not only in the arena 


Following the fall of the Roman Em- 
pire, first the Goths and later the 
early Christian Church sought to stamp 
out such frivolous pastimes as the cir- 
cus and the theater. They were unable, 
however, to crush human instincts com- 
pletely The dancers, jugglers, singers 
and buffoons persisted. Driven from the 
arena and banquet halls, they. took to 
the highways and the market places. 
Singly and in pairs, they set out to make 
a living by amusing others, and thru 
the long centuries that led to a rebirth 
of the theater they were the sole cus- 
todians of the oldest art. 

One day these wandering minstrels 
(as they came to be known) played in 
the market place for the coppers of the 
poor, the next in the household of a 
feudal lord for the patronage of the 
mighty. Every noble had his jester, and 
his door was always open to these vaga- 
bond players. 


It is interesting to note that during 
the course of the Eleventh Century a 
distinction came to be made between 
minstrels who composed songs, those 
who merely sang them, and the “vulgar” 
comedian. The former came to be knowp 
as “troubadours”, the second as “jon- 
gleurs”, and the latter as “buffoons”. 


The circus clown of today is a direct 
descendant of the latter class. 


T still a later period we find the 
clown on the stage of the early 
English theater, where he was 

the privileged laughter-provoker. With- 
out taking any part in the dramatic de- 
velopment of the piece presented, he 
carried on his improvised jokes and 
tricks with the actors, often, indeed, ad- 
dressing himself directly to the audience 
instead of confining himself to what was 
roing on on the stage. 

In Shakespeare, on the contrary, a dis- 
tinct part was assigned to the clown, who 
no longer appeared as an extempore 
jester, altho the part he played was, to 
a certain extent, in keeping with his 
traditional functions. At a later period 
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the clown was altogether banished from 
tragedy and allowed to appear only in 


the afterpiece, performing grotesque 
dances, singing comic songs, etc 
Today one finds the stage clow in

pantomimes so popular in 
nd, and or our own musical come-

The characters which afford comedy re- 
lief in our present-day dramas are “re- 
fined” counterparts of these early Eng- 
lish stage clowns 

But if one would witness the art of 
the clown “in all its unaltered purity”, 
he must go to the circus. There he will 
find it little changed from the day when 
the first clown taught man to laugh, 
more centuries ago than anyone can re- 
member, and there may future genera- 
tions find it, and for more centuries to 
come than anyone can predict. 


HE clown has not gone unsung 
during his merry march down 


thru the ages. The joey has his 
laureate. He is Theodore De Banville, 
one of the most distinguished French 
critics and essayists. He says: 

“The Clown! The Poet! For him who 
looks superficially nothing could be less 
resembling; for him who knows how to 
look—to free himself from things ap- 
parent—they are one and the same. 

“A being which is less and more than 
man has both of the animal and the 
God, having kept the divination, the in- 
tuition, the nimble grace of the animal 
and the divine candor of the child: a re- 
fined being who hears from afar the 
light step of an enemy, and almost like 
a character in a fairy tale hears the 
grass grow, but in a drawing room does 
not understand a commonplace, because 
a commonplace represents nothing to 
his soul hungering for truth; a being 
which has always starved for the infinite, 
he has by his simple volition freed him- 
self of ignoble heaviness, has recone 
quered the rhythmic dance of the faun, 
the bound of the young wild in the field, 
the fulgurate flight of the bird, and who 
when he feels a nostalgia for the azure, 
strikes the earth with a bounding foot, 
leaps into the full sky, free, joyous, 
drunk with space, and there joins the 
frenzy of space to the wisdom of the 
most profound calculations; such a be- 
ing carried away by ecstasy, kissed by 
the ray of the stars and always con- 
queror of matter—is he the clown or the 
poet? 

“Ah. the same letters, the same words 
the same definitions apply to one and to 
the other, for there is a rhythmic in 
every acrobat, and there is in every able 
arranger of words an acrobat, who knows 
how to accomplish marvels of pondera- 
tion and balance, to bound with agility 
and with certitude thru space above the 
void, from one point to another—such 
's the supreme science of the clown, and, 
I imagine, the only science of the poet.”

When this magnificent train pulls out 
of Sarasota for the Madison Square 
Garden engagement under charge of 
John A. McLachlan it will be organized 
as follows: Squadron (first section), 15 
flats, 4 stock, 4 sleepers; second section. 
11 flats, 5 stock 6 sleepers; third sec- 
tion, 14 flats, 4 stock, 3 sleepers, 1 stor- 


age; fourth section, 5 ring stock, 4 ele- 
phant, 1 camel, 10 sleepers, 1 business 
office.

In general terms, the section loads 
are: First, cookhouse, menagerie tent. 
horse tents, cages and work stock; sec- 
ond, big-top canvas, seats, rigging, etc.

officials and performers, ring stock and 
menagerie-lead stock 


Mr. McLachlan's people are organized 
as follows: Carl Spiegel is one of the 
assistant traimmasters and is on the 
squadron with a crew of 18 men. H 
Hyde, the other assistant, has the other 
three sections with 38 men. This per- 
sonnel is in keeping with the class of 
the train They are all experienced. 
high-grade men, most of them on the 
big show fos years. George Ferguson 
one of the best snubbers who ever threw 
a hitch around the spools, broke in 
under Bob Taylor back on the old 
Ringling Show. 

It is necessary to only talk with ex- 
perfenced railroad men a few minutes 


to learn that traffic managers, yard 
masters and dispatchers regard John 
McLachlan as a_ great transportation 


general. While in the past there have 
been men highly regarded in this posi- 
tion, it can be stated without fear 92f 
contradiction that he has never had a 
superior as an organizer, master me- 
chanic and in all-around directing abil- 


ity to work understandingly with rail- 
road officials and get his train moving 
on time. (Think of what this means to 
a circus owner.) 


SHORT sketch of the life of Mr. 
a McLachlan shows that he worked 

himself up to the top in that 
best of schools, experience under com- 
petent direction. He was born in Lon- 
don, Ont., March 18, 1860. Joined out 
on the train of Sells Brothers’ Circus 
May 14. 1880, under Archie Seals, his 
first boss, who had both the canvas and

Barnum & Bailey from Europe in the 
fall of 1902 He was the natural suc- 
cessor to take this great train, and he 
has had it ever since, on down thru 
the consolidation of that show with 
the Ringling Brothers in 1919 to the 
present day.

The very name midway—midway be- 
tween business and pleasure—hes #0 
fallen in the estimation of the general 
public that one of the greatest fairs in 


the country has discarded the name en- 
tirely and refers to its aggregation of 
concest ions as the village hippodrome 

The fair secretary gives more thought 
and time to organizing or establishing 
& well-balanced midway with 
concessions and pleasing features for 
the entertainment of the fair patrons 
than he does to any other department 
of the fair, for the officials realize the 
value of a good, clean entertaining 
midway, not only in the direct rentals 
from the concessions, but from the 
drawing power at the gates 

The midway is as important to 
success of the fair as any other 
department, and for this reason, if for 
no other, it must be kept clean, with 
good wholesome entertainment § that 
will satisfy all classes of patrons 


OCAL church or reform organiza- 
> tions not infrequently offer ob- 
jections to a midway on the fair 
grounds, but are unable to make any 
suggestions for a substitute that would 
provide its equal in amusement and 
revenue, and it is up to the fair officials 
to obtain such attractions as will please 
and entertain without offense to the 
majority, for it is the great majority of 
fair patrons that want clean, amusing 
recreation 
Let fair officials set a high standard 
for midway attractions, allow nothing 
tha} will offend good taste or suggest 
immorality and eliminate gambling in 
, the true sense of the word. Make these 
restrictions and then adhere to them. 
Carnival and concession men are in 
business to sell amusement, and it is 
to thelr interest and advantage to pro- 
vide the class of entertainment that you 
demand The farsighted among them 
have read the writing on the wall and 
dao not handle games or shows which 
conflict with the law, written or un- 
written, and may cause any controversy.

cli that has brought about the pres- 
ent situation, and the r organizations 
are determined to clean them out 
Once this is accomplished there will be 
less trouble on the midway, the rela- 
tions between the fair, the showman and 


the public will be less strained and con- 
fidence will be established, as all can 
rely On a square deal. 


ITH conditions as they are today 
in the fair world there is a 


problem to be solved. Let us 
start with ourselves—the fair. A great 
many associations, as soon as the fair 
prospers, continually raise the price of 


their concession footage until the price 
is 80 high that the concessionaire must 
resort to grift in order to get enough 
money to pay the manager when the 
time comes to settle. We must guard 
against this injustice We must first 
give the concessionaire a fair chance to 
make his ‘money legitimately and in a 
manher that will please our patrons be- 
fore we can complain seriously about 
his conduct But, having assured our- 
selves that our footage rate is equitable, 
let us get together and determinedly 
stamp out this rotten element that is 
rulning our midways. 

The first 


concession 


thing to do to make the 
manager's position stronger 
is to have a definite understanding with 
all concessionaires as to just what games 
will be allowed to operate, then, having 
agreed upon this, require that the rental 
charges be paid in full before the con 
cession is opened for business. The re 
sult of this will be three-fold First, 
the association is assured of its revenue 
without any further argument; second, 
since there is no collecting to be done 
there will be more time for personal 
supervision of the midway by the man- 
ager, and, third, it will eliminate the 
grifter, who will not take the chance 
of being stopped and losing the whole 
week's rent and opportunity for profit. 


HIS plan of collecting the rent 

in advance has worked satisfac- 

torily for many of the important 

fairs. The concessionaire pays his rent 

with a full understanding that no ir- 

regularities and nothing unlawful will 

be tolerated. If their shows or games do 

not «conform to regulations and are 

stopped no part of the rental will be re- 

funded, so it is up to them whether 
they play fair or are closed up.

cA Gew Observations 


HE task of selling the idea that 
agriculture is the greatest project 
in the State is a big one and de- 


serves more attention than we have 
given it. The more we can get the

State fairs, the more we will come to 
realize the fact that we are nearer our 
goal. The lessons that are taught the 


exhibitors who take part in a contest at 
a fair are many. So again I wish to 
reiterate that the work of fair men is of 
great importance and tho you have great 
disappointments and  discouragements 
and are sometimes tempted to lay down 
the armor of service and shift your 
duties to others who possibly are not as 
able to bear the burden as you are, yet 
at this point let us stop and glance back 
over the pages of history and compare 
the old fairs with the present day and 1 
am sure the frown of dissatisfaction and 
disapponitment will fade away and in 
its place the encouraged and peaceful 
expression of satisfaction will appear 
because the contrast is so great and 
the results are so pleasing that no one 
need to wonder why we are happy in 
our work. 


I am especially pleased with the way 
many fair secretaries are making ar- 
rangements to have boys and girls dis- 
play their exhibite at the various fairs. 


The boys’ school at the State fair is a 
great idea and makes the fairgrounds 
a wonderful school room, These boys 
upon their return home make a report 
of their stay at the fair to their schools. 
This cannot fail to advertise in a genulle 
and substantial way State fair It 
puts a human element into it which it 
has never before had Parents from 
every county in the State look to the 
State fair now who never thought of it 
before because they have a boy down 
there in the Boys’ State Fair School, or 
have had one or expect to have one.

AM impressed more and more with 

the free fair idea. I believe that 

attendance is higher at free fairs 
than at fairs where there is a gate ad- 
mission. Larger attendance means the 
possibility of increased congession fees. 
Concessionaires are always ready to pay 
higher fees if they can get a crack at 
large crowds of people. It has been 
my observation in our department ex- 
hibits that the same faces are seen two, 
three or four times during fair week 
They take in a part one day and another 
part the.next day and so on. 


The first impressions of the fair are 
formed when you come to the gate for 
admission. If you find a big crowd and 
a jam passing thru the gates, you are 
sure to enter with an adverse opinion

If he 
says “close’’, that should end the mat 
ter then and there No one should 
interfere If vou feel that you cannot 
depend entirely on your concession

UST a suggestion to assist In 
checking up complaints on the 
midway. Require each concession 

aire to post in a conspicuous place his 

receipt, which should show just what 
or games he ts licensed to operate 

In addition to this, have large, plain 

numbers posted on each booth so that 

a patron can immediately tell you the 


game 


number of the booth about which he 
is complaining This precaution pre- 
vents the switching of games and en- 


ables you to locate at once, and without 
question, the offending concessionaire. 


Another important matter is the edu- 
cation of our concession managers 50 
that they can spot immediately the 
unfair games. If the manager does not 
know what should be forbidden, how 
can he give the legitimate concession- 
aire any assistance? He might close the 
harmless games and let the strong ones 
fro The legitimate concessionaire must 
have protection from those who are only 


out to beat the fair and the public, and 
this devolves upon the concession mat! 
ager For this reason the man who 


handles the midway should be educated 
to the business. He should be able to 
spot the old standbys instantly and to 
recognize the new wrinkles just as soon 
as they appear, altho it is next to im- 
possible to detect the ever-changing 
controlled devices. It is this control or 


gaff that makes an otherwise simple 
game illegitimate As a means to this 
education I would recommend to State 
organizations of county fairs that a 


committee be appointed from the ranks 
of unquestionably legitimate concession- 
aires, whose duty it shall be to confer 
with a committee of concession man- 
agers from the organized fairs, they to 


agree upon and recommend which 
game should and which should not be 
allowed to operate. A list could then 


be prepared and a copy sent to the con- 
cession manager of each fair, If any 
manager were still in doubt he could im- 
mediately communicate with the sec- 
retary of the State organization and

Which are 
the satisfied customers? Who comes 
back to be trimmed? 


r IS the duty of 
manager to know that no game: 
wheels or other devices are being 
operated for money prizes. He must see 
to it that merchandise prizes are used 
exclusively and that something is given 
out every time. This holds the game 
within legitimate bounds and makes a 
satisfied patron, who may come back 
as a booster for the game which gave 
him a square deal. 
I sincerely feel that the midway is 
one of the most important attractions

of our fairs and that we should make 
every effort to keep it clean and 
wholesome, make it a real asset. The 


only way this can be done is by an 
aggressive, concerted effort. Make the 
footage rate fair to both parties and 
then compel the concessionaire to use 
the footage properly to our mutual 
advantage. If he will not—then drive 
him out and make foom for someone 
who will. We know our patrons and we 
know the great majority want a clean, 
entertaining midway. Don't disappoint 
them—it doesn’t pay.

crowd is being dispatched thfu the 
gates with some regularity the first thing 
you think of is that all departments 
of the fair are probably under similar 
management. Also the courtesy with 
which one is received and the neighborly 
sentiment prevalent at this reception 
will go a long way toward starting you 
out on what should be a happy day 
for you. A person who pays to see a 
show never feels that he has paid for 
discourtesy and caustic remarks from the 
ticket sellers or the gate keepers. 

There is a sad need for better drainage 
of the fairgrounds as a whole. Special 
emphasis should be placed on draining 
roads or streets which are in reality side- 
walks for patrons. These are too fre- 
quently seas of mud and water for 
long periods after rains. Drainage is 
lacking also on many of the tracks. A 
small amount of money judiciously spent 
in drainage would save many an after- 
noon speed and auto race program. 


There should be better regulation and 
location of eating places on the part 
of fair managers. Certain places are 
better fitted as locations for eating 
places than others, and these locations 
should be set aside for them. I call to 
eating places too near public 
toilets or backing up to stables and on 
several fairgrounds backing up _ to 
manure piles. Our department is help- 
ing protect the consumer of food by 


seeing that it is clean and prepared 
under reasonably sanitary conditions, 
but we could have better co-operation 
from fair managers in locating eating 
stands. 


HILE I am not a fair secretary, 

there has always seemed to me 

to be a need for a better balance 
in expenditures for exhibits, demonstra- 
tions and entertainment features. There 
are three essentials to every successful 
fair, to wit: exhibits, entertainment and 
visitors. /A fair with all exhibits and no 
entertainment will have a meager at- 
tendance. Likewise a fair that becomes 
lopsided on entertainment = without 
worth-while exhibits will soon peter out 
Good exhibits and entertainments with- 
out visitors in goodly numbers do no’ 
accomplish the purpose intended, and 
likewise a big attendance without sub- 
stantial exhibits and entertainments ts 4 
waste of effort. The fair must be bal- 
anced. No dairy cattleman will feed 
his cows a ration of bran alone, or 
beef cattleman his steers a ration of 
corn alone and expect best results. Ra- 
tions must be balanced, so must a fair 
program,

and blue. This, as a rule, has more 
appeal than red and green, but it is 
not likely to be as striking Orange and 
blue always appear cheerful I hey otter 
a fine color combination that has always 
been highly favored. Lastly, yellow and 


purple go well together One is light 
and the other dark, so that the con- 
trast is great not only in color, but 
in brightness. Checker-board' effect 
Stripes, winding effecte are very force- 


ful and attractive when done in yellow 
and purple. 


HE above combinations of color 
are based on contrast Any one 
of them will be found useful. In 
fact, they offer excellent appeals that 
how a great deal more power than any 
thoughtless mixture of color. Here is 
the point. Color is so prevalent today 
that unless some individuality and 
originality is shown the public is not 
likely to respond. And here is a good 
simile. A lot of loud noise may startle 
the listener But if it keeps up he 
will very soon grow adapted to it and 
consequently be little influenced. Then 
one of these stops his 
screaming and introduces a bit of har- 
mony and rhythm the listener is again 
arrested to good profit. So with color. 
Too much “noise” exists today. If you 
want to bring your displays out of the 
ordinary you will necessarily have to 
show some strategy 


Of course, it is by 


noiselbiagers 


no means necessary 


to get out some books on color harmony 
and rules That ts foolish You can- 
not be esthetic and vigorous at the same 
time. Good color effects can be gotten 
with the combination of opposite 
nentioned above— red with greer 
orange with blue, yellow with purple 
It is best to stick to one combination 


and then forget about adding any great 
surplus of other colors, because if you 
do the striking effect will immediately 
be lost. 


Further, you can thrill the eye with 
color in a number of ways. For exam- 
ple, stripes of red and blue—perhaps 
about one or two inches wide—always 
prove spectacular. This is because the 
two colors are quite different itn optical 
character. Try this out: paint alternate 
stripes of red and blue on cloth, or 
arrange narrow strips of red and blue 
bunting or crepe paper. Note how the 
effect from a short distance becomes 
extremely exciting and full of life. You 
can put punch into a background in 
this way. The public will be startled 
in spite of itself. 


NOTHER trick Hes in giving some 
thought to what is called the 
“dimension” of color. It is a 


known fact that such warm colors as 
red, orange and yellow are extremely 


advancing in that they tend to jump 
out toward the eye. Cold colors such as 
reen, blue and purple do the opposite 
They retire and tend to fall back. This 


peculiarity of color has many applica-

jects in the 
much red, yellow and orange 
done a fairly strong third-dimensional 
effect can be attained. The poster will 
exhibit more life and will tend to tell 
its story with great clarity. 


These facts about color are quite im- 
portant if you wish to get the most 
value Out of it In addition, there are 
certain traditions and associations con- 
nected with color that can be put to 
some use. Red, for example, is a hot 
color. People think of it as expressing 
heat. Orange is very luminous and 
cheerful. Blue is cold. Green is fresh, 
like nature. For a real “hot-time” thrill 
of some sort red and orange serve a good 
purpose. They flag the eye and promise 
excitement The booth that 


foreground 


serves the 


“ice-cold dfink" can utilize blue and 
green. Water, snow, sky—most things 
that make you think of coolness—are 


bluish, purplish or greenish in character. 
The cold drink will seern more refresh- 
ing if the surroundings are designed 
with cold colors That means more 
money in the cash register. 


HERE is one very 
color that for 


effective use of 


ome reason or 

other has been entirely over- 
looked in the show business—-the 
amusement park, circus, carnival and 
fair booth. That is the use of color for 
purposes of distinction. Color is one of 
the easiest things to remember It 
sticks in the mind more quickly than 


names or designs. We all cre familiar 
with the red United Cigar Store front, 
the orange Owl Drug Store decorations. 
These firms employ color and use it to 
attract the eye of the public and to 
force it to remember Color in this 
use has big dollars-and-cents value. 
Any color thus chosen can be used 
to give a distinctive appearance to the 
booth or display. Bright colors such as 


red, Orange, green and blue are, of 
course preferable A unique atmos- 
phere can in this way be created. The 
real value of such a plan lies in the 
fact that you can build up public 
familiarity with your show or stunt, 


whatever it is. You can become known 
as the “red booth", the “blue booth” 
or some other colo This is easy to re- 
member. The same force works to your 
advantage with the effectiveness long 
recognized by large chain-store retailers. 
People who are pleased with your dis- 
play can tell others. They can remem- 
ber you by color. At the same time, if 
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competition exists in your line, you 
can get a jump on the other fellow and 
capitalize on all public repeats and 
recommendations. 


BOOTH or display treated en- 

tirely in one color may prove 

rather severe and monotonous. 
Therefore a few further embellishments 
and additions of color can be made 
without destroying the general effect 
in the following way: Take red as an 
example. We consider red as a general 
color and place it about in great pro- 
fusion. But red alone seems rather 
plain. As second and third colors 
orange and purple are best to employ 
Both these two latter colors contain red 
in them, so they will help out the 
scheme without greatly detracting from 
its atmosphere of “redness’’. The orange 


and purple will, of course, be limited 
and used as incidental touches to the 
red In such a scheme these three 
colors only would be used Blue, green 


and yellow would not be found 


could take touches of 
green and purple-—-the two hues that 
contain blue A yellow display could 
take touches of green and orange; @ 
green display touches of yellow and 
blue; an orange display touches of 
yellow and red.

These are excellent color schemes for 
every possible use in the show business. 
They can be followed with safety. They 
not only are quite pleasing to look at, 
but they contain punch and vividness, 
especially if good. pure colors-—paints, 
buntings, etc.—are used. Naturally, 
colors of strong purity are best, as tints 

des and effeminate tones are entirely 
too weak and flabby to be of any value. 


S A FINAL suggestion and cau- 


Cc tion, observe the following facts 
about colored lights: Never use 
one color entirely. Colored light of 


one particular hue will wash out some 
colors and deaden others. Red lights, 
for example, shining on red will turn 
it pink. Red will turn blue to black, 
green to a muddy gray, purple to a 
dull brown and yellow will fade away 
entirely. Snappy color effects can be 
ruined by too much colored light of 
one tone. For this reason it is best to 
use an assortment. Strands and gare 
lands of colored bulbs in red, blue, yel- 
low and green, used together, are best. 
Illumination from them is quite normal 
in character. In such a way the colors 
of the display will show off and will 
not be made somber and lifeless 

There are countless effects to be got- 
ten out of color. This brief review 
outlines some of them. The few facts 
given should prove of some value and 
should suggest good and promising 
successes.

I 
believe there is room for much im- 
provement along these lines. Most of 
he county and club exhibits have been 
ractively displayed. They are pleas- 
nt to look at, but that is about all 
it can be said about them. I have 
fen individual exhibits displaying five 
rr Six varieties of corn, three or four of 
wheat, two or three of barley and beans, 


three or four of clover, oats, rye, four 
or five of potatoes, three of tomatoes 
together with a lot of other products. 
Surely no farm in Michtgan would grow 
such a variety of products. Most every 
one knows all these varieties can be 
grown in Michigan. These exhibits 
would be more valuable if they repre- 
sented successful methods of managing 
farms which are located in given cvom- 
munities. Why not try and put this 
lot of valuable space to better use by 
encouraging exhibits of latter type. 

I observe all over the State splendid 
exhibits from different schools and from 
all the grades. I am impressed every 
time I see them with the crowded con- 
ditions under which they have to be 
shown. I suggest that more and better 
space be allotted them or that the num- 
ber of entries be restricted so they can 
be properly shown and by so doing be 
better appreciated by fair visitors. 


BELIEVE it would be a big help to 
fairs generally if they would back 
and encourage in every possible way 


these achievement days for boys and 
girls and these school fairs T have seen 
some fine exhibits at these fairs this 
past season. These local shows are step- 
ring stones to county fair 

After all the exhibit ind entries are 


paced it is essential that they be judged 
by competent judges. It is very clear 
that only competent judges can detect, 
emphasize and demonstrate the good and 


poor points of an animal, sample of 
grain, vegetables, fruits or any other 
product Not only should the judge 
be competent. but he should be cour- 
teous. The good judge tries always to 
base his judgment on facts which he 
is at all times ready to explain to any 
exhibitor for the placements 

A judge of the right type can make 
of the show ring or other exhibition 
place an educational] force not to be 
excelled. Many judges make it a custom 
to give reasons for placings to exhibitors 
or bystanders If exhibitors are cour- 
teously told or shown wherein their 
products are defective and where im- 
provement must be made if they expect 
to win, only friendly feelings toward 
the judge and the fair management will 
result. 


Undoubtedly a poorly qualified or dis- 
courteous judge may be a liability. It 
is unfortunate that some fair managers 
have not realized this and have employed 
incompetent judges on the plea of 
economy hey fail to realize that a 
good judge who gives satisfactory service 
helps to build up the fair and may be 
worth much more than a poor one. From 
the educational viewpoint, the judging 
undoubtedly is one of the most impor- 
cant factors in the whole fair manage- 
ment. 


HE free nursery and playground in 
connection with the women’s 
building is a feature which should 


be developed. We see hundreds of moth- 
ers with babies in their arms too tired 
to take in the fair and they have only 
been on the grounds an hour or so. At 
our exhibits we always aim to provide 
chairs by the dozen and these are usually 
occupied three-fourths of the day and 
evening.

I believe a free 
nursery that can take care of a goodly 
number would be a big feature on any 
fairgrounds. 


It has been a pleasure to see the in- 
creased interest on the part of stock 
raisers in exhibiting their animals. The 
fact that more animals are shown has 
overtaxed the stables and herdsmen’s 
headquarters. Great expenditures are 
made annually for tent rentals, lumber 
and apparatus used in _ providing 
temporary fair shelters. Would not these 
annual expenditures in a few years go a 
long way toward laying the foundation 
of a new barn or stable or the extension 
of a hog pavilion so that the swinemen 
need not invade the sheep house or 
the cattlemen need not elbow the horse- 
men out of their places? 


T have observed that at some fairs 
larger carnival companies are brought 
in than it seems the size of the fair 
justifies This works a hardship on 
the fair. on the exhibitors, concession- 
and on the carnival.

HE problems of amusement parks 
and at ement park operators are 
n €! nd considerably varied. 
I have been requested to set forth some 

of the practical lessons that I have 
learned thru my ventures in the opera- 
tion of amusement parks, and while 
opinions may greatly differ, because what 
may be a practical lesson in one locality 
will be another story somewhere else, 
we can always get some kind of benefit 
somewhat by the experiences of others. 

So here goes. 

I have had the experience of operating 
in amusement parks in various localities 
and under varied conditions. My first 
venture as a park operator was in 1922 
and 1923, when George Jabour and I 
leased Rendezvous Park in Atlantic City. 

his park had just been completed at 
an expense of nearly $3,000,000 and 
operated for a short season by the build- 
ers. AS many showmen will remember, 

Rendezvous Park was possibly the biggest 
flop in many years when opened up by 
the original owners, but Jabour and I 

made a success of it during the two years 
that we had it. 


EXT I became interested in 
Dreamland Park, Newark, the 
location of which was bordered 
by industries on one side and the 
residential section on the other. Last 
year I acquired the controlling interest 
in White City Park on Lake Quinsica- 
mond, Worcester, Mass. So I have been 


interested in an elaborate amusement 
park on the boardwalk, with ocean 
frontage; an inland park, and a lake 


front park. 

These undertakings gave me a good 
idea of what a location means and a line 
on the likes and dislikes of the public 
in various localities. In summing up the 
entire experience, it seems to me that

If a stadium can be made a paying 
proposition as an adjunct of a college, it 
most certainly ought to be adaptable 
for profit as an adjunct of an amuse- 
ment park.

My Experiences in Lark 


the public is pretty much the same the 
country over. Folks will patronize places 
where they enjoy themselves best, and as 
far as the amusement parks are con- 
cerned, in my opinion, it is a case of 
the survival of the fittest. 


HE average family owns an auto- 

mobile and is anxious to go. In 

fact, we are living in an age of 
“eo gettum”. What has the average 
park done to keep in step with this 
trend? Very little. Unfortunately, it 
seems difficult for the average amuse- 
ment park and park operator to gain the 
proper respect of the community. The 
banks do not respect them as much as 
they should. Neither do the officials of 
the city nor the merchants. Why such 
conditions exist is difficult to under- 
stand. 

I was confronted with these circum- 
stances in Worcester, but succeeded in 
reducing my taxes considerably by ap- 
pealing to the city officials and pointing 
out to them that the average city spends 
thousands of dollars for playgrounds and 
recreation grounds, plus maintenance, 
etc., while I had invested a fortune in 
the very same things without any ex- 
pense to the city. They agreed with me. 


ALSO gained the confidence of the 
banks by getting all of my con- 
cessionaires to deposit in the one 
bank. Then I won the confidence of the 
merchants by pointing out to them the 
advantages of having a modern, up-to- 
date amusement park in their locality. 
Finally, we made special efforts to win 
the confidence of the people. We prac- 
ticed courtesy from the time they en- 
tered the park until the time they left 
and endeavored to keep the park spotless. 
We made cleanliness and courtesy the 
chief bywords of White City. This made

One very important feature about 
these stadium shows is the fact that, 
with a tremendous seating capacity, a 
nominal admission charge will be pos- 
sible, and this is a vital factor in draw- 
ing audiences today.

ES, our problems are numerous 
What can we do to keep pace with 
the present times?

OSIE has a baby!” What a 

ce ‘ 
furor that cry create” and how 
quickly the news spreads thru- 
out the entire show personnel, for 
whether it be leopard or dog or horse 
that bears the name of Rosie, or any 
other name for that matter, the arrival 
of a new baby animal is always an 
event. Everyone wants to catch’ the 
first glimpse of the little awkward 
youngster or youngsters. So much has 
been written about circus folks, the 


bareback riders and their horses; trained 
animals and their highly trained masters 
—yet how little has been said about the 
wee little creatures born on every circus 
in the world which so often grow up to 
become those valued animal performers. 
And what is more interesting than a 
lion kitten chasing its mother around 
her cage or a baby colt trying to find 
its legs and then when the knowledge 
that it can stand up and walk comes 
what fun it has. : 

Then, too, we have the baby monkey 


mauling its patient mother around by 
her head and so on thru the animal 
Kingdom. I have seen the circus-going 


public stand longer in front of the baby 
animals on exhibition in our menagerie 
than it does before the beautiful full- 
grown caged animals and other stock, 
even tho they are shown to every ad- 
vantage. The love for those youngsters 
dates back with almost all of us to the 
time when as girls and boys we dragged 
home half-starved cats and stray dogs 
to the consternation of our mothers, or 
were prone to carry about chickens, 
rabbits, little pigs and even wiggly old 
green snakes. 


Y particular love for these ani- 

mals has stuck thru the years 

and gained for me the title of 
“animal nurse” on the Christy Bros. 
Wild Animal Show, where I have grown 
to love every animal born. And so when 
“Rosie has a baby” is announced I gen- 
erally manage to find out all the ifs and 
ands about it, then usually add another 
member to my animal family. 

My first charge was a white camel 
born one Sunday morning. Her mother 
did not even want to see her baby and 
even tried to kick it away from her. 
Sc out to the soft-drink stand where 
@ pop bottle was obtained, then into 
my trunk for a nipple and by the time 
fresh milk had been bought the first 
drink was given. How the little thing 
did go for that bottle after she—her 
Mame became Dorothy Camel—learned 
how good the contents tasted. 

For the first 10 days it was nip and 
tuck to keep her going, but she soon 


AVE you ever stood in a penny 
arcade and watched the people 
crowding about this machine and 
that, and wondered just what type of 
machine could be taken as distinctively 
representative of the entire business? 
Of the dozen or perhaps score of dif- 
ferent machines, strength testers, post- 
cards and soon, which one may be 
ticketed as having the greatest appeal 
to the greatest number of persons? 
Perhaps you will say there is no single 
type that stands out above all others 
as a favorite. And it must be admitted 
that when one observes the throngs 
crowding about this device and that, 
giving all of them a strong play, it is 
not an easy matter to say with convic- 
tion “This is the king pin of them all.” 
Nevertheless I have come to the con- 
clusion that there is one type truly 
representative It might appropriately 
be termed the Voice of the Penny Ar- 
cade. Literally speaking, of course, it is 
not vocal, but the decisive way in which 
it delivers its message may be truly 
characterized as its voice. 


UST to satisfy myself that I was 
right I determined a short time 

ago to make a comprehensive tour 

of the penny arcades of New York City 
with a view to getting better acquainted 
with the “voice” and to see what are 
the reactions of the public to the various 
machines. The tour was illuminating 
in many ways. From one arcade to an- 
other I went, lingering leisurely in each, 
observing the play, listening to the com- 
ment. At times the conclusions I 
contra- 
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learned to look for that bottle and could 
ago more crying for it than any other 
animal I have since raised. She learned

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Oldest Living Bare 


HEN a man reaches the age of 38 
years, and 50 of those years have 
been spent in trouping as a cir- 

us equestrian, on both sides of the At- 

lantic, he must have a treasury of mem- 
ories. So I went to the Altenheim in 
Cincinnati to seek out the veteran 
Charles F. Reed, believed to be the oldest 
bareback rider living. 

“T eat with the profession, I don't eat 
with the public,” says the caustic clown 
in Sir James Mathew Barrie's playlet. “I 
talk to mine own people, I don't talk to 
outsiders,” Mr. Reed might have echoed 
to me. Certainly he was cordial enough 
in welcoming me, but he eyed me fur- 
tively, and I could, without clairvoyance, 
read his thoughts as he sat silently look- 
ing me straight in the eyes. 

“Why?” he seemed to say. “Why does 
anyone who lives in the busy world of 
today come to question me about my 
dead past? I've outlived all my con- 
temporaries. The circus I knew is not 
the circus of time present. None of this 
eneration even remembers my name.

| broke the ice by handing a fusillade 
of questions at him, mentioning the 
names of people he had known that made 
his eyes brighten and his rugged old 
frame quiver with excitement. 

“Yes, yes. Fred Barclay! Yes, he was 
an apprentice of Dan Rice and could 
ride well when I joined ag an apprentice 
also. And Estelle, Fred's sister. She 
married Frank Drew, who was a clown 
and was a Kinsman of the great John 
Drew. I was a barefooted boy of 13, in 
Maysville, Ky., when I joined Dan Rice. 
The show pitched its tents near the boat 
landing at Maysville, and that was my 
first smell of the sawdust. All afternoon 
I sat spellbound. What interested me 
most was the riding. After the show 1 
went to Dan Rice. When you're young 
you have the world at your feet. But 
it is in youth that a man shapes his 
destiny 

“I want a job,” I told Dan. 

“What can you do?” asked Rice. 

“IT can learn to be a bareback rider,” 
I answered him. Then followed years of 
trouping—overland by wagon, up and 
down the Ohio and Mississippi by steam- 
boat 

‘How did Dan treat you?” I inquired. 

“Oh, not so bad, but not any too good. 
No, sir; not too good. For one thing he 
made me ride his horse, Excelsior, when 
we traveled by night overland. Excelsior 
was vicious and high mettled, dangerous, 
because he shied at almost anything. 1 
rode him on compulsion. I found the 
Only way to keep him from shying was 
to ride him between an eléphant and a 
came] This was Rice's first Excelsior. 
When he died, he bought a white horse 
which was totally blind. That was the 
second Excelsior.”

ASKED him if travel was hard in 
J those days, 

“The exposure we endured was 
the Worst part if it. There were rough 
roads over the Allegheny Mountains in 
Pennsylvania, show storing in late Sep- 
tember and many a drenching rain. I 
remember I often put on my tights and 
riding dress when I came on the lot after 
a long ride, and went into the ring for 
my act when I was stil! wet to the skin. 
The exposures were great, and I guess 1 
must have been a hardy plant to survive 
to my age without ever having a touch 
of rheumatism. 

“Steamboat days with Rice were peril- 
ous, too, but I didn’t realize the danger. 
Traveling thru the bayous in the Acadia 
country was comparatively safe, altho 
the boat ran between close shores in nar- 
row streams. I often used to wake up 
and hear the boughs of the trees scraping 
the boat’s side as we went crawling thru. 


“But the Mississippi was really danger- 
ous because of the snags, and Rice’s boat 
Was an old stern paddler, with a rotten, 
leaky hull. The berths were comfortable 
and I had plenty to eat. So, being young, 
I would just tumble into any berth and 
sleep soundly, all unaware of the dangers 
of the river bed. And they were many. 


“Rice, then at his zenith, had a good 
show. There was no menagerie. We 
carried tents, seats, stock and performers. 
Gave a parade at all landings, band rode 
horseback—horses broken to endure the 
blare of the instruments. Rice made big 
money and had a fine show. Later he 
began to neglect his business. He stayed 
away from the show, and the public re- 
sented this. “‘Where’s Dan?’ people 
would ask. He was very popular and the 
audience wanted to see him. But he 
would stay away, week or two at a time 
No, it wasn't altogether drink. It was 
more sheer negligence. Then Dan and 
his wife separated. He married a young 
chit of a girl, and Mrs. Rice took a young 
husband. Both had good cause to regret 
their folly. 


“John H. Murray was then a performer 
with the show. He did a fine brother 
act with George Holland, called the 
Roman Gladiators. Both men were big 
and handsome, and they did some diffi- 
cult tricks that were new at the time. 
John Murray afterward had a show of 
his own, with Frank Rosston and Den 
Stone. He imported a number of famous 
English performers, who remained here 
and became favorites—the Cooke family, 
Whimsical Walker, Tom Barry, George H. 
Adams, David Seal, the Cottrells, and 
many more. Murray seemed to have ab- 
sorbed English ideas. He always closed 
his show with an equestrian afterpiece, 
‘Dick Turpin’s Ride to York’. The death 
of the mare, Black Bess, was a realistic 
feature. Jim Cooke, who married Car- 


lotta De Bergh, a splendid rider, always 
played Dick Turpin. I followed Jim 
Cooke on this show, and Mr. Murray 
made me ride a six-horse act for the first 
time, same as Cooke had done.” 


HIS last remark led to a very 

luminous and valuable compari- 

son between the great riders of the 
past. Unhesitatingly Mr. Reed declared 
Charles W. Fish the champion. 

“Jim Robinson, I would say, was a 
sensational rider. He was of stocky 
build, while Charlie Fish was lithe and 
wiry. Fish could do anything Robinson 
could do and a great deal more. Robin- 
son could not execute pirouettes, at which 
Fish was an adept. There was something 
uncanny about Fish’s riding; he actually 
seemed more at home on the back of a 
fast-running horse than on the ground. 


“Bob Stickney, as of course you know, 
was a great pad rider. Somebody said 
he brought to the circus arena the Greek 
ideal of physical beauty. In his best 
days he was a fine sight on a horse 
Willie Showles was an apprentice to 
Jacob Showles, who was not a rider 
himself, but worked on the flying rings. 
Willie Showles learned by himself to ride, 
intuitively, you might almost say. 
Charles Sherwood was the best, the only 
‘Pete’ Jenkins. Charles and Jennie 
Ewers were excellent riders. I was sur- 
prised that the Dockrills descended to 
working with all kinds of small shows. 
Omar Kingsley, who rode in skirts under 
the name of ‘Ella Zoyara’, was what you 
would call a ‘stylish’ rider. He was an 
artiste at pirouette work. Kingsley 
married Sallie Stickney, by whom he had 
a daughter. William Dutton, a friend of 
mine, was one of the best of riders. He 
had a sad end. He was held up and 
robbed, hit over the head, and died from 
the effects. 

“William O'’Dale, four-horse rider, 
could also do 50 to 60 somersaults on 
the trampoline. This was a spring- 
board, supported by two upright bars. 
By the way, it amuses me to note how 
the trampoline is often confused in the 
modern mind with the batoute leaping 
board. These were features of the circus 
of my day that have passed into the 
discard. I suppose the leaping tourna- 
ment—the ‘leaps’ as we always called the 
act—would be impossible in the present- 
day circus, with its three, four and five 
rings. 


HE first rider to turn a somer- 
sault on the bare back of a 
running horse was unquestion- 
ably John Glenroy, a pioneer equestrian. 
I am positive as to this fact. Yes, I 
knew Glenroy well. He was 15 or more 
years my senior, but many’s the poker 
game I had with Johnny.

“Like most performers of my day, I 
was tempted to hazard my fortunes 
abroad. So I crossed to Liverpool, taking 
one horse along. The cargo we carried 
was not properly loacled, so when we en- 
countered a storm the steamer nearly 
overturned. The captain, a Scotchman, 
afterward confided to me that he never 
expected to reach port. Arriving in Eng- 
land, I rode with Hengler, then the fore- 
most circus proprietor in Great Britain. 
I was in with Cinselli in St. Petersburg 
in 1882, when the Czar Alexander had & 
bomb thrown into his stomach and his 
intestines were torn out. The circus, 
like all other amusements, immediately 
closed up. But Cinselli generously gave 
me half salary till we were permitted to 
reopen. Cinselli and his wife were 
Italians, and I found them fine people. 
They had two sons, Andrea and Ernest, 
who rode menage. In Paris I rode at the 
Cirque Franconi, a very fashionable es- 
tablishment in the Champs Elysees. The 
building was octagonal shaped and was 
a model of architecture. I also rode at 
the Cirque d’Hiver in the poor quarters 
of the French metropolis, near the Place 
de la Republique. From Paris I went 
to Madrid, and thence to Algiers, where 
I rode in a very mediocre show, given in 
a ramshackle wooden building, near the 
Arab quarter, the ‘Kasbah’, where the 
houses are all painted white or light 
blue to shed the heat, they informed me. 


“ HE last time I appeared in the 
ring was summer of 1892, with 
the Ringlings. I rode a ‘carry- 

ing’ act with my daughter, Margaret. My 

daughter, Blanche, rode a fine principal 
act, and my third daughter, Olga, rode 

high school. The mother of my girls. I 

may mention, was Dan Rice’s daughter. 

She was never a performer, being kept at 

school instead of serving an apprentice- 

ship. I married her at the completion 
of her education. 

“Let me say that I believe Otto Ring- 
ling the greatest showman with whom 
I was ever associated. And this opinion, 
mind you, is quite unbiased, coming 
from a man of my years, who in his time 
worked under Dan Rice, Forepaugh, 
Bailey,.Murray, and many more, not in- 
cluding noted managers who employed 
me when I was abroad. Otto Ringling 
was a great showman in the sense that 
he knew all departments better than any 
one man that I ever met. 

“I often sit and wonder how and why 
I have survived all the performers of 
my generation. They're all gone, every 
blessed one of them. ‘Come like 
shadows, so depart,’ as Shakespeare says. 
‘All the world’s a stage,’ Shakespeare 
says, too. Well, I think all the world’s 
a circus, and the people merely clowns, 
bareback riders, ringmasters and acro- 
bats.” 


‘Why Is a “ent Repertoire Showman? —By J. Doug Morgan 


HY do we like the repertoire 
game? Did any man ever make 
a fortune running one? Just 30 
years ago, when a kid, I started with a 
repertoire company playing week stands, 
and since that time, winter and sum- 
mer, I have been with the same kind of 
1 show, with the exception of two sum- 
mers I spent with one of the big cir- 
cuses. 
The man I started with is still running 
& show, and most of the oldtimers who 
were in the game then are still in it, 
ind as far as I know not a one of them 
could retire with even a small fortune. 
But there is something fascinating about 
it. Possibly we like to make the same 
town year after year, where we know 
everybody of any importance in the 
Village from the mayor to the president 
‘f the Rotary Club. 


There are many popular repertoire 
hows, but I don't know of a single one 
that comes out on the right side of the 
ledger for a big winner 40 weeks each 
Season. Those operating tent shows 
have the weather to fight, which is their 
biggest opposition For years I have 
een fighting the tent game, and I be- 
eve T have had as big and as good an 
ttraction as most. 


HAVE always been on the lookout 
for new ideas. Just five years ago, 
when the season looked like a 


bloomer, I saw that something had to be 
done. I jumped from Iowa to Texas in 
the early fall to find most all the shows 
playing to losing business. I said to my 
wife, “I wonder how a colored minstrel 
first part running 30 minutes ahead of 
the show would go?” She said, “Great. 
Why don't you try it?” 

The Walter L. Main Circus had been 
sold to Miller Bros. and was closing an 
early season. I wired Walter Mason, 
colored band leader. and he wired back 
that he could bring me 10 performers 
that would make me a dandy little band 


and orchestra and put on ai rod-hot 
minstrel first part The deal was on 
and the white performers were up in 


arms. But I bought a_ dressing-room 
tent and placed it outside of the big top. 
The colored minstrels wou:d come on 
the stage when overture was called, and, 
say, Did it go? I'll say it did Instead 
of playing to half houses, we were turn- 
ing them away every night, and in 
Cooper, Tex., on a Saturday, with Goll- 
mar Bros.’ Circus for opposition, we had 
the biggest day we have ever had up to 
that time and I have had nothing to 
equal it since 


In December we closed on the right 
side of the ledger after what looked like 
a losing season. 


This gave me a new idea, and from 
that time on we have been working 


presentation acts ahead of the regular 
performance. 


R the last two seasons our come- 

dian has been putting on musical 

comedy bits, with the orchestra on 
the stage, and last season we had 11 
red-hot dancers among the cast, and an 
orchestra, which was a big feature. 
This season we have a real first-part 
offering for them, all new ideas and are 
ranged by our comedian Instead of 
traveling on our own railroad cars, as 
we have in the past, the show has been 
brought right up to the times. It has 
been motorized, and every truck on the 
show will not only transport the equip- 
ment but will be used as a part of the 
show when on the lot Three of the 
trucks open up and form the stage, 
which will be 22 feet deep and 54 feet 
wide. Two large trucks that haul the 
scenery and baggage are used for the 
dressing rooms. The canvas and pole 
truck makes the orchestra platform, and 
every piece of rolling stock will be used 
on the lot. 


HERE was a time when lots and 
licenses could be fixed for tickets, 
but not today. And why do we 
isk it? I have played a number of 
towns where the city had to put on 
three traffic officers to handle the crowds 
and handle the cars parked on their 


main streets. Lots of shows ask, “What 
do we get for our license money?” Well, 
that is one of the big things I get, and 
I have never yet been overcharged for 
it. 

Everybody says there is a pass nui- 
sance. Maybe so, but if there is the 
shows have brought it on themselves, 
and they should be the last to kick 
With our shows the season passes 
average about 60. It has been our cus- 
tom to take care of the city dads and 
their wives, the police department and 
wives, and when playing a county-seat 
town the sheriff department, not forget- 
ting the press, and believe me, it pays 

I haven’t made a fortune with a 
repertoire show, and maybe this is one 
of the big reasons. Some say I give it 
away, but I wouldn’t trade all of Mrs 
Morgan's and my friends for all the 
money that could be accumulated with 
one of these organizations. 


FTER all is said and done, “Why 
do we do it?” No one ever made 
a fortune at this game, but 
there is something fascinating about it, 


and as I grow older I like to see the 
show move faster. I like to see it go 
up and go down. I like to get in the 
new towns It’s a pleasure to hear the 
orchestra go in and a thrill to see the 


hundreds of autos try for the first place 
in leaving the lots.

a loud spealzer is necessary only to 
the larger fairs, it is slowly be- 
coming evident that the size of the fair 
has nothing to do with it. Consider a 
well-cued program before a large grand 
stand: The races are bulletined from 
the infield, the band knows where to 
break in, the acts are timed to the sec- 
ond. Save from announcing such acts, 
the loud speaker could be eliminated 
without slowing up the program. But 
supposing it were a small fair with a 
handful attending—no band, just a few 
acts and a short racing program 
Here is where a loud speaker under 
the embellishment of a public-address 
system would save the day. and perhaps 
the week Two dozen well-chosen rec- 
ords will give a two hours’ 
gram beyond actual comparison, for 
here you have the pick of the bands and 
orchestras and individual artists of the 
world with all the fidelity of tone of 
the originals. And volume! The limits 
of volume theoretically can never be 
reached. 


UT to get back to the little fair. 
By interspersing the races and 


acts with addresses by well-known 
locals, agricultural and government ex- 
perts, a short program can be stretched 
like a rubber band. The local musical 
organizations and individual musicians 
and vocalists could be enlisted at much 
less expense than acts and would be 
quite acceptable. Local color has a lot 


at toss « to a general belief that 


musical pro- 


to do in the ultimate survival of a fair. 
Local color, generally speaking, is the 
untiring efforts of some of the in- 
dividuals 

I know of one fair which never finds 
the day long enough to put on a full 
program and yet actually ‘eeps the loud 
speaker hot for an average of one hour 
in a 34-hour program. And the people 
eat it up. Yet when you come to con- 
sider the policy of the fair it is quite 
excusable. Here the fair is considered 
as an educational stunt. Those things 
of local interest are explained in such 
minute detail that the visitors go home 
unaware that they have swallowed a 
intellectual pill, with the 
result that the valley supporting this 
fair is known all over the United States 
for its products. And this fair has used 
loud speaker for the last nine years. 


S TO practical uses a fair can 
be compared to a motion pic- 


ture show. In the old days, 
aside from the megaphone, we had the 
silent fair. The acts that we buy now 
are limited to those of the silent vari- 
ety, unless for a very small fair, but 
soon a new variety will be available. 
We might call them “sound acts” in 
comparison to the sound motion 
pictures. 

The reviews will include singing parts, 
and the clown will have his line of 
patter that will get over. Taking the 
clown for instance; heretofore person- 
ality had a lot to do in putting over an 
act of this kind. He had to act funny 
But with a loud speaker the personality 
fades as the distance from the actor 
increases, which means that his patter 
will in itself have to have the necessary 
kick to compensate for any lack of 


personality. 


ND now for the acoustics. Gen- 
A erally each grand stand requires 

an individual application for 
best results, for no two are the same 
Different amplifiers having different 
power output also require different set- 
ups The best results are obtained 
when the projectors or horns are dil 
rectly over or to one side of the speaker 
so that his voice apparently comes from 
himself; thus part of the personality 
value is retained But on long grand 
stands and bleachers this is not always 


a 


practical, hence the projectors are 
grouped or strung out singly as the 
case may require 

All of this may be old stuff, but to 
the fair contemplating a new grand 
stand it has a message ust as the 
grand stand of today is built so that 
its occupants can view air maneuvers 
and fireworks displays, so the grand 
stand of tomorrow will be built with 
the acoustics well in mind 
Gownward toward the back is the best 
from a sound standpoint and the depth 
does not matter as far as sound is con- 
cerned. If you would take this sam¢ 
grand stand and add a small sloping 
roof in front, with this roof sloping 
towards the front, the acoustics woul 
be spoiled. Here is the point to keep in 
mind in building a grand stand. and 
if followed out you will not need to 
worry whether the people can hear or 
not. A grand stand slopes up in regards 
to seating. Let it slope down in re- 
gards to roof and you will have two 
sides of a horn. We can forget the 
other two sides. 


OU may recall the horns that 

deaf people used to carry about, 

and to use they put the small 
end to their ear. This horn gathered 
all the available sound energy and con- 
densed it as it was shot into the ear 
This grand stand does the same thing 
Place a horn or group of horns about 
50 feet in front of this type of stand 
and when sound is emitted from thest 
horns it is shot right into this grand 
stand. That part of the sound that is 
not stopped by the first rows of visitors 
is carried on and condensed as it is 
carried so that the volume does not 
grow less, but is intensified by this 
condensing. 

Since the depth of the grand stand 
does not matter, it would seem advisable 
to make it as deep as possible. How- 
ever, this means a relative high roof, 
which would be expensive. From an 
acoustic standpoint then, build your 
grand stand with the roof sloping down 
towards the back and as deep as prac 
tical from seating capacity and avail- 
able funds 

As an example of a grand stand pos- 
sessing these desirable acoustic qualities 
the one at the Calgary Exhibition seems 


to be ideal. It is of steel and concrete 
design which eliminates wooden up- 
rights, 39 seats deep and seats more 
than 5,000 persons. It is possible to 
sit in the back and hear all announce 
ments with great volume while the ban 


is playing directly beneath the horns 


HE practical applications of a 
loud speaker are limited only 


to the intervening time between 
the opening and closing of the gates 
However, it is possible to overdo a 
with disastrous results Before 
grand stand it is able to give doubls 
value by having notables nake shor‘ 
speeches, stringing them out over the 
week, and by engaging soloists or mu- 
ganizations Even the band may 
be cut down to six or eight pieces and 
good results as a full band. For 
furnishing music for the acts it is ad- 
visable to have two turntables in order 
to switch music with the acts as cued 
3roadcasting music over the fair- 
grounds say 10 am. until noon, and 
between the afternoon and evening per- 
formances utilizing “selected” phono- 
graph records, also adds to its useful 
ness I have emphasized the word 
selected First there are records that 
are appropriate, and then from these 
are the records that go over smoothly 
without a trace of canned music effect 
In heavy parts of a record the stylus 
which cuts the music is liable to be 
caused to vibrate so violently that it 
cuts into the sidewall of the adjacent 
sroove, with the result that that part of 
the record will have a grating sound. It 
is best to select your records and then 
gO over them with a reading glass, dis- 
carding those that show thin or broken 
sidewalls 


LACING horns in buildings is not 
very successful, for then you get 


back to the phonography sound 
which is absent in the open. Comments 
on this kind of music show that the 
younger generation enjoy it more than 
the older Men seem to appreciate it 
more than women. As to the kind of 
music, it should be varied and not too 
classic unless of tie simple variety. 
Year before last Honolulu Moon was a 
favorite Last year My Blue Ridge 
Mountain Home received some of the 
biggest comment, while the raspberries 
went to the sopranos.

I have just tried to use common sense. 
I have tried to keep my show clear of 
the bigger fellows, and when the smaller 
shows book a date I have already con- 
tracted (many times it is the agent and 
the owner knows nothing about it till 
the show arrives in town unless other- 
wise apprised of the fact) I drop the 
smaller show a letter telling him I have 
a prior contract and I think it will be 
a losing proposition for them to come 
in. Then if they come and lose money 
it is not my fault. 

When a bigger show gets in on my 
date, I switch my date. That seems to 
me the only solution till shows are 
properly organized and that must come 
or we will all pay the fiddler. If shows 
would organize properly and on the 
square and put in honest, fearless of- 
ficials. make rules that all members 
would have to abide by or be disfran- 
chised, and not play favorites: have 
towns listed: leave big cities like Detroit, 
Chicago, St. Louis, etc., that have many 
small lots, to the smaller shows; then 
towns from 25,000 up leave to shows of 
25 cars or more; towns from 25,000 
down to about 4,000, leave to the shows 
of three rides and eight shows up to 
the 20-car show class, and the small 
towns for the small shows. 

Routes should be in the main office 
and bona-fide contracts held. Then if 
a show had a contract for the town and 
a bigger show should come in, it should 
reimburse the smaller show for any 
losses. 

Let each show pay according to num- 


ber of shows, rides and concessions 
carried, cars, etc. Enough money could 
be raised to keep a main office and 
capable officials. They should be men 
that would be capable of putting up a 


hard fight against adverse legislation, 
act as a clearing house for late organized 
fairs and celebrations, as they would 
know what shows in their territory 
were not booked The Billboard could 
help a great deal in giving publicity, as 


it would need a great amount of pub- 
licity so the officials and committees 


would know where to write headquarters 


to get in touch with the main office, 
always before the grifter has shown his 
face, before things get fairly started 


and put a chill into the showmen that 
only want a square deal. 

If shows would start now and get 
things lined up. and meet in some cen- 
tral city next winter and really organize, 
10 years from now there would be no 
legislation against the greatest of out- 
door entertainment, the carnival. 


The Next Ambition After 


Playing Toronto 


Now that you have realized Toronto, 
what is your nert ambition?

Twenty-five years ago, when I was a 
struggling concessionaire, I stood on a 
corner of a busy midway at the Cana- 
dian National Exhibition, peddling nov- 
elties to the patrons of the great Bos- 
tock Show. There and then was born 
a dream of some day owning my own 
show that would eventually play the 
great Exhibition. My plans were rosy, 
my ambition great, but funds were 
scarce and for many years my future 
was doubtful. Last summer, when I 
Played Toronto, there stood on the same 
spot where the youngster who peddled 
novelties stood, a huge, brilliantly illu- 
ninated tower of jewels, and beside it 
stood yours truly. 

Reminiscently I reviewed the 25 years 
of labor, of planning, of bitter disap- 
pointments and crushing defeats, and 
as I realized that at last I had con- 
quered, had won the coveted prize, had 
surmounted obstacles that Had seemed 
unsurmountable, my ambition was ,eal- 
ized Life’s dream was a fact. That 
was the happiest day of my life—some- 
thing worth living for—and I am sSat- 
isfied. 

If I have another dream it is to see 
carnivals operate without troublesome 
or controversial concessions. Last year 
I tried an experiment. but started rath- 
er late in the spring, substituting a 10-

structive improvements we have made a 
tremendous success of our business and 
we are really indebted to our patrons 
for making such splendid advancements 
for the past four years 

The reason I say that we are indebted 
to our patrons is that we were broad 
enough and energetic enough to see that 
we had to deliver the goods in order 
to satisfy our customers. To give you 
an idea of what the public really thinks 
of our show in this city of Vancouver, 
where we winter, we might say that we 
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have raised for the B. P. O. Elks in 
the past three years a sum of .noney 
Slightly in excess of $28,000 for their 
community work. We are again staging 
a similar event for the Elks and the 
Disabled War Veterans of this city and 
we anticipate raising a large sum of 
money for these organizations You 
have, no doubt, heard of the system of 
Operations that we carry out We are 
the only outdoor amusement company 
that has confined itself strictly to West- 
ern Canada and has made an over- 
whelming success of it 

My partner, Speed Garrett, and I are 
Americans, but we think that the public 
in Canada is so much nicer to cater to 
than that in the United States thad 
there is no comparison; that is, provided 
you deliver the goods.

There is now a great demand for mu- 
sical novelties with the outdoor band 
Gone are the days when a director could 
by with a real high-class musical 
program. Now he must choose his mu- 
Siclans SO as to have many musical nov- 
elties. The reason is that the public 
now does not have only one thought of 
listening to a real treat in music, but 
is in three classes, 

First, there are those who still prefer 
the real classics. 

Second, there is the younger genera- 
tion, which wants this so-termed jazz 
music and popular songs 

Third, you have the novelty seeker of 
both classes or generations who demands 
something new, no matter whether it’s

really musical or not, so long as it is 
a ff¢ rent. 
These three distinct classes appear 


during the present day in every crowd, 
nd, therefore, a director must have a 
combination that will suit them all. 
Besides he must study the nature of 
each program as the day goes along, 
tching his audiences and stuaying 
their likes and dislikes as his program 
progresses, and thereby gaining each 
day the knowledge of what is wanted 
for the next. 
It is no longer possible to arrange the 


musical program months ahead, as in 
the old days when it was all standard 
and classical.

even a comedian to keep the public in-

Building Good Will for Tent 


Shows 
How can repertoire managers build up 
the same good will in their sections that 
you have built up in Texas? 


By HARLEY SADLER 
Our show is usually billed with a stock 
phrase: “The Most Successful Repertoire 
Organization in America.” This, of 
course, may be a matter of opinion. No 
doubt there are dozens of other shows 
that are Just as successful, as all success 


is @ condition of the individual mind. 
No doubt there are bigger shows, no 
doubt there are better shows, and pos- 
sibly shows of this character that have 
made more money. My idea of success 
means @ combination of things—not 
wealth, possessions or power, but a de- 


velopment of 
of the organization 


character and personality 


And its highest mo- 


tive should be of service to the com- 
munity where the organization appears. 
I believe that a 10-people show may 


accomplish these things just as well as u 
50-people show. It may be accomplished 
with a 40-foot tent or with a 100-foot 
tent. There must be a sincerity of pur- 
pose, and I believe that honesty should 
be the basic asset. A concern that has 
the confidence of the people whom 
it serves is usually successful. If you tell 
the people that you will give a certain 
play, be sure to give them that bill. If 
you announce that there wil) be five acts 
of vaudeville, see that they get five. Of 
course, I am not overlooking the fact 
that circumstances often cause one not 
to live up to his promises. 

We have played the same territory for 
10 years, playing the same towns about 
the same week each year, with an in- 
creasing business each season. I can 
hardly state all that has been responsi- 
ble for the fair measure of success and 
prosperity that our repertoire organiza- 
tion enjoys. But first I would say it is 


the organization itself. Everyone feels 
her share of gesponsibility. 

Second, the territory, a prosperous 
country, with its enormous assets hardly 
developed. A growing population where 
wealth is more or less evenly distributed, 
and with favorable weather conditions 
thruout the summer and fall. 

Third, the good-will and praise of the 

ninisters, newspapers and traveling men. 

Fourth, the selection of plays, vaude- 
ville and music. They may not care for 
this or that, but they can’t go out and 
say that it was immoral, suggestive or 
unclean. 

Fifth, we try always to be willing and 
anxious to help and take part in any 
civic affair, such as entertaining luncheon 
clubs, public speaking, etc., and avoid an- 
nouncements for the show at such places. 

Sixth, advertising honestly and abun- 
dantly 

Seventh, we try to appreciate the in- 
creasing volume of business by giving a 
bigger and better show than the year 
before without additional cost to the 
patrons. “The public be pleased.” Of 
course, the MaMnager can’t always be re- 
sponsible for the actions of the individual 
members of the organization, but so far 
as is within his power, we try to have 
the public feel that we are bringing to 
the city people who will be desirable 
citizens while there. 

Of course, I realize that there are no 
precedents for show. That which suc- 
ceeded yesterday seems to fail today, but 
the repertoire organization, whether large 
or small, regardless of its territory, that 
has as its members those who are sincere 
and feel their individual responsibility 
and who are performing a service and 
pleasing their patrons, should feel that 
they are a success. 

I have not set down the foregoing as 
rules for any manager to follow, nor am 
I placing myself or my company on the 
pinnacle of success, because we have our 
shortcomings and have failed most dis-

F A dictionary of the circus were com- 
piled it would be a fascinating book, 
full of romantic stories concerning 
how the special terms came into use. 
Mostly the words are French or Eng- 
lish, often without equivalents in other 
languages. During the war this caused 
no little exasperation in the Fatherland, 
but all attempts to find substitutes were 
unavailing. In 1914 German showmen 
offered prizes of 500 marks for transla- 
tions of such words as acrobat or jug- 


gler 


Robert Belling, an American clown of 
Portuguese descent, whose home is in 
Denmark, was in Hamburg at the time. 
He considered the problem for some 
time and then decided it was hopeless 
As acrobat is Greek for one who walks 
on tiptoe and as juggler originally meant 
a jester or deceiver, there is no logical 
reason why these words should mean 
what they do at present. Consequently 
it is not surprising to hear that the only 
German equivalents were words re- 
sembling “exerciser of difficult feats” 
and “knowing how to play at throwing”. 

American terms date from the time 
when the showman’s cunning had to 
counter the preacher's can Thus in 
the shows of the days when Barnum 
used to stand up in chapel after the 
benediction and reply to the pastor's 
abuse of the circus, exhibitions always 
pretended to be religious in intent 

Every cage of lions was ornamented 
with pictures showing the delivery of 
Daniel and was referred to as a “den’’. 
The hippepotamus was labeled “Be- 
hemoth, from.the Book of Job”. The 
Indian zebu was a sacred cow, the Afri- 
can warthog, “the prodigal’s swine’; 
the water buffalo, “the ox that treads 
out the corn’, and the camel, “the ship 
of the desert referred to in Holy 
Vrit’’. To foreshadow the millennium, a 
lion was made to lie down with a lamb 
and a little child was made to lead 
them. 


as 


sidered an aid to overcome prejudice, 

and the steam piano became known 
for all time as the calliope—pronounced 
with three syllables. only. Perhaps 
Futerpe, inventor of wind instruments, 
was the muse the steam piano’s god- 
parenis wished to invoke. But as Cal- 
liope, muse of heroic poetry, holds a 
trumpet in her right hand to proclaim 
to the generations who follow the great- 
est heroes of the earth, it is not inapt 
that circus processions should end with 
an instrument bearing her name that 


C ASSICAL terminology was also con- 


proclaims the greatest shows on earth. 
Very rarely is the Risley act named in 
London today, altho it is often per- 
formed. In Paris it is called “Jeux 
Icariens”, meaning the games of Icarus, 
who was probably the first person in 
the world's history to receive lessons in 
aviation. “Professor” Risley brought the 
trick from America to Europe in the 
40s and astonished everybody with the 
way he juggled small boys on the soles 
of his feet. Among circus folk there is 
a saying which runs: 
The Risley kids and the slanging buffer, 
No one knows what they have to suffer. 
“Buffer”, by the way, is performer's 
slang for dog, and “slanging’” means 
performing In the old days all circus 
“kids” did suffer. 


T THE Olympia in London people 

still. occasionally ask, “What is the 

difference between liberty horses 
and ordinary horses?” But it should be 
plain enough that a horse who maneu- 
vers without a rider to control him is 
“at liberty’. On the other hand, most 
people take “high-school act” for grant- 
ed, altho very few would know what a 
“low-school act” might be. In the old 
riding schools of France “Basse ecole” 
signified the exercises the pupils went 
thru in learning to mount, and “Haute 
ecole” subtleties of control by the horse- 
man when in the saddle. 

The first circuses were riding schools, 
where the proprietors exhibited their 
skill publicly, partly for sixpences and 
partly to attract pupils. In less demo- 
cratic timer the riding schools of Paris 
had represented the ‘Mast traditions of 
chivalry and tourney. There is one word 
in the vocabulary of the circus which 
indicates the show’s noble origin. When 
the knight rode into the lists, he was 
said to make his entry. The same word 
was used in the riding schools. On old 
circus programs you will read “grand 
entry of horses.” Today—at the Agri- 
cultural Hall, for instance--it is used 
cnly in the sense of “Comic Entry by 
the Clowns.” 

The present generation of showmen 
are somewhat careless cf the ring’s dig- 
nity. But I am glad to note that Ber- 
tram W. Mills, of Olympia, follows the 
ancient “Boke of St. Albans” in speaking 
of a “pride of lions”. This reminds me 
of my only disagreement with this most 
enterprising showman. He had referred 
to 70 'ioms as a “bunch”. 

“Call them a company if you will,” I 
said, “but lions cannot share a col- 
lective noun with bananas.”

What Audiences Like Best 
About a Rep. Company 


What do your audiences seem to like 
best about your company? 

By GEORGE D. SWEET 

I feel, after 30 years of success, that 
my audiences appreciate the evidence of 
ability in my players. who are recruited 
first for the summer from high-class 
stock companies. The people like them 
consequently for their neatness in ap- 
pearance, their poise, correct English. 
good diction, careful dressing of their 
various roles and above all for their 
ability to portray the parts assigned 
them ina clever and painstaking manner. 

“The play’s the thing,” but without 
a cast to competently place the author's 
work before the public it becomes a 
useless piece of property. 

I feel that my success is due to a 
sedulously careful selection of the best 
late releases, plays that are, above all, 
clean and wholesome; to the equally 
careful selection of a cast that will fit 
the plays chosen, and to painstaking 
direction and adequate mounting scenic- 
ally. 

This task accomplished every season, 
before announcing my opening, I feel 
free to say to my patrons: “I am back 
again to maintain_the reputation I have 
long ago established.” Their hearty 
response, year after year, seems to me 
to be the proof of the pudding. 


Quality of Tent-Show Audi- 


ences Past and Present 

Compare the quality of your audiences 
in the last two seasons with those of 
10 or more years ago. 


By J. H. AULGER 


To our mind the audiences of today, 
as a whole. care less for real drama and 
quality plays than the audiences of 
years back. They seem to lean more to 
the obvious comedy, comedy drama or 
drama. It appears they do not want to 
be obliged to use their imagination nor 
be bothered with thinking below the 
very surface. They are more interested 
in plays with action than those depend- 
ing greatly on dialog. However, vhere 
must be a goodly share of each. The 
wise-cracking play with a good, obvious 
story of home life, as it is supposed to 
be in the average home of today, gives 
universal satisfaction. 

Ten or 12 years ago they were just 
coming out of the era of melodrama, 
and a melodrama that would please the 
majority at that time would fail to do 
so now. At that, we believe one of 
those real old-time melodramas with 
plenty of good comedy, dressed in mod- 
ern wisecracks, would please an audience 
of today the same as it did at that time. 
However, we would go back to 20 years 
ago for this comparison. Ten years ago 
was, in our opinion, the tail end of the 
melodramatic day For instance The 
First Year pleases just as well today as 
it did’ 10 years ago 

As to the mental quality of today’s 
audiences in comparison with 10 years 
ago, we would say they are wider awake 
to lines and situations than they were 
then and keener in their appreciation.

In a recent communication in 
Speaking of organs he says: “Why not 
buy a real organ when you open a rink— 
that is, an organ that has at least from 
57 to 6&5 keys? With an organ like this 
the makers can blend the instrumenta- 
tion so it is perfect—pleasing not only 
to the skater but to the spectator as 
well. I would not give a large organ for 
a dozen small ones if I had to use it 
for skating purposes, as there is such 
a wide comparison in tone. Between the 
hurdy gurdy and a real big organ the 
additional money the larger organ would 
cost would soon pay for itself.” There 
is not space enough to print his entire 
letter, but unquestionably Vernon would 
be glad to correspond with any rink man 
who seeks information on the subject. 


ROLLER SKATING in Milwaukee in 
the '80s was quite popular, as was also 
ice skating and roller polo, according to 
a writer in The Milwaukee Jcurnal, wno 
says: “Milwaukee had a number of rinks 
including the old exposition building on 
the West Side. Most of the roller-skat- 
ing contests were between amateurs, 


wn OE 
aitho there were numerous professionals 
who traveled from town to town, notably 
Hattie Harvey, who was, no doubt, the 
hampion fancy skater of the United 
States. These rinks were big affairs and 
accommodated hundreds at a time. Fre- 
quently there were races for prizes, in 
which contestants were matched accord- 
ing to their records. Roller skating was 
not confined to children or to the 
younger set. The craze captured many 
of our elders and I saw more than one 
old lady, wearing her hair in a ‘water- 
fall’, as the style was called, and lots 
of old codgers, wearing high hats, whirl- 
ing around on rollers. Other costumes 
worn were those of jockeys, turbaned 
Turks, Chinamen and Japs. Every con- 
testant had to be able to do some kind 
of stunt on the rollers. One of these 
was a ‘Chinaman’ who circled the Far- 
well avenue rink a half dozen times to 
get headway and then made the entire 
circuit of the floor om one skate.

Inducing Them To Skate for Health 


By Billy Kurten 


<ATING is an easy aNd inexpensive 

form of physical training. This 

should be the “ace in the hole” for 
rink promoters in securing and holding 
their adult crowd. An intelligent adver- 
tising campaign in which a “Skate for 
Health” slogan would adorn each ad- 
advertisement, and a few posters with 
bona fide reasons why skating is such a 
healthy exercise, should be displayed on 
every rink wal!. In countries where peo- 
ple skate nearly the year around very 
little is heard of appendicitis or indiges- 
tion, due to the constant abdominal 
contractions when taking a stroke. 

Skating stirs up a sluggish circulation, 
It “ventilates” the mind, being second to 
none as a brain stimulator. Mentally it 
means relaxation from business cares— 
physically—general activity without ex- 
treme exertion or strain. Happiness 
means health, and skating means enjoy- 
ment and happiness. Figure skating is 
perhaps the finest sport available to 
American women. The describing of the 
simple figure “8” brings into play every 
muscle of the body. Skating mildly ex- 
ercises all the muscles of the body with- 
out placing any undue strain on any of 
them. Those who follow this practice 
are bound to be healthy. 

Persons have even skated off an attack 
of “cold” and influenza by hitting up a 
hot “p°e*e” for an hour’s stretch. The 
skating of a 12-year-old girl thrilled 
5,000 people one afternoon in the New 
York Hippodrome, while the most expert 
woman skater and instructor in figure 
skating in the leading rink in the United 
States is a grandmother. 


KATING does not bow to the dictates 
of Daddy Time. In this sport gray- 
haired seniors take their turn as well 

as their grandchildren An odd but 
usual sight in a rink is to see an “old- 
timer”, possibly your own granddad, 
moving ‘round and ‘round amongst the 
crowd, putting any of the husky youths 
to shame as far as skill and gracefulness 
are concerned. The skating of “grand- 
pop” resembles the smooth rhythm of the 
old-fashioned dances which he also loved 
so well. Lack of space prevents men- 
tioning a list of names of “oldtimers” who 
still stroke a wicked blade or rollers, but 
I will give you a few sundry examples of 
this list, which is no doubt greater in 


total number of years active participa- 
tion than any other sport. 
Allan I, (Pop) Blanchard, a former 


champion of the National Skating As- 
sociation, is still active in skating circ'es 
at the age of 75. “Pop” has never missed 
the annual Mardi Gras at Chicago, and 
acts as one of the officials. Anot! Ch 

cago veteran, Robert A. Norris, 70, would 
also be conspicuous by his absence at 
this annual event. Incidentally he is

still one of Chicago's most graceful 
skaters. 

E. M. Mooar, well known to Billboard 
readers, is now 62 years old, but has the 
appearance of a man of 40, and hardly a 
day passes that he does not spend one 
or two hours on the “rollers’’. Hockey 
is considered a strenuous sport, but Cy 
Dennemy, for 13 years star forward of

In 1914, at the age of 46, Walter Osmun, 
of Detroit, set two new marks in one- 
foot roller racing in the 220-yard (with 
a flying and standing start).

I lost track of him in 
1921, but at that time he still held 
world’s records on rollers, and was just 
53 years “young”. He was never sick a 
day in his life, and stated at that time 
that he was just as fast as he was at 20, or 
30, or 40 years previous, and remember, 
racing is no parlor game either. 

And then there is—but why continue— 
you yourself have seen likewise In 
nearly every branch of sports the par- 
ticipant retires long before middle age ‘ts 
reached, but a fancy skater, for instance 
is then just reaching his “peak". This 
branch of the art may be indulged in as 
long as a person can walk, and even con- 
tinue improving in form and grace as 
the years roll by. In other sports you 
see the participants losing interest after 


being excelled by others, but not with 
fancy skaters

Outings for large industrial concerns 
will be so arranged that a certain period 
of time will intervene between contests 
and games and other forms of entertain- 
ment that the crowds may visit the con- 
cessions and booths or shows on the mid. 
way. Here during these hours a slightly 
reduced scale of prices will prevail, altho 
(See OUTING PROMOTION on page 73) 
this reduction will by no means be of 2 
radical character 

No reductions will be made in the price 
of rides unless there is a guarantee that 
a certain amount of moncy will be spent 
for this purpose, in which event it Is 
proposed to require that the committee 
or welfare department of the concern 
take a block of tickets to the amount 
of the figure set for the rides. The same 
rule will prevail with regard to certain 
other amusements in the park. 

The two new members of the mane 
ager’s staff have both had long experience 
im welfare work and are experienced in 
planning programs. Included in their 
duties will be the arranging of rail and 
other transportation, if necessary, for 
members of outings which may come 
from other points. The park is located 
on an excellent highway; two of them in 
fact, while an interurban line passes one 
of the entrances. The city street car 
lines also pass one of the park gates, 
and special arrangements will be made 
with the lines mentioned for the trans- 
portation on special cars of the picnic 
parties when occasion requires. 

Nothing will be left for the picnic 
committees or welfare departments of 
any concern or organization except to 
impress upon the minds of the mem- 
bers cf their organization the date of 
the outing, and what arrangements have 


been made for their comfort and care 
It will also be impressed upan the 
committees in charge of picni that all 


refreshments in the way of ice cream, 
cold drinks, etc., should be secured thru 
the park's picni ¢ officials. It is realized 
that no very special prices can be made 
in this connection, but the management 
believes that the interests of those who 
conduct refreshment stands should be 
protected, for it so happens that in this 
park as well as in others there have at 
times been many cases of cold drinks 
and other refreshments brought into the 
grounds by picnickers themselves, and all 
secured at a price lower than what might 
prevail at the park stands. 

Thru the park organization it will also

who have had dealings with it. For 
this reason the opinion of Mr. Wilkins 
is extremely valuable. He says: 

“We believe 1929 will be a good year 
for the park business because (1) pros- 
pects are favorable for a good crop of 
agricultural products; (2) industrial 
conditions are seemingly as good as any 
time within the past five years; (3) in- 
quiries received exceed those at this 
time last year; (4) when people have 
money they will spend.” 

There are few if any park owners or 
operators in this country who have not 
heard of the Traver Engineering Co., 
Inc., of Beaver Falls, Pa., and the words 
of H. G. Traver always have weight, and 
this is what Mr. Traver has written: 

“The park business in 1929 is going to 
be good in all parks of this country 
where there are no local disturbances. 
Iron is a barometer of trade and the 
iron and steel business in this country 
— ay is from 80 to 100 per cent of ca- 

sity. which is very good. Railroad car 
joadi ngs, bank deposits, clearing house 
figures, exports and imports, automobile 
production, agricultural products, cop- 
per and general business are good. The 
weather is a gamble, but having had 
several seasons of bad weather, the 
chances are favorable for good weather 
this year 

“Our sales of rides to parks have been 
very good and would indicate a feeling 
of good expectations on the part of park 
managers and ride buyers.” 

Richard F. Lusse, secretary of Lusse 
Brothers, Inc., Philadelphia, manufac- 
turers of amusement park devices, has 
this to say: 

“We, of course, are not in the amuse- 
ment park operating business, and 
naturally can only have statistics on the 
manufacturing end of the park game. 

“From all indi cations and reports from 
park managers a fair season is looked 
for. The manufacturing end of the park 
business has found us very busy with 
shipment of skooter cars out of the 
United States. It is further true, how- 
ever. that the business in the United 
States is slow 

“We are rather inclined to believe that 
while the manufacturing end looks 
rather slow now, the possibilities are 
that by the beginning of next month a 
big improvement will be shown.’ Mr. 
Lusse’s letter was written February 20. 

The Dayton Fun House & Riding De- 
vice Company, Dayton, O., one of the 
best known amusement park device con- 
cerns in the country, has at its head 
Aurel Vaszin, also genera] manager, of 
Forest Park, Dayton. The sales manager 
of the manufacturing concern is George 
Stark. and he views the coming season 
as follows 

“We believe that outdoor amusements 
will be much better than last season, or 
ranging from good to fair. 

“We base our opinion for the above 
belief on the general indications shown

am working for one of the Wggest show- 
men in the game here, Pee Collins. He 
owns three big outfits and four picture 
shows. 

The Hull Fair is hundreds of years old 
and it Iasts a week each year. It was 
held during October and about 30,000 
people attended every night, and “gafi” 
night, which is the big one, saw about 
50,000 in the crowd. There were about 
eight acres of amusements in the show 
Two big circuses, Proctor & Pinder and 
Bostock’s, were there; also a number of 
rides, two “dodgems”, with swishes and 
chairoplanes galore, and six big scenic 
rides which cost $60,000; a whole street 
of fortune tellers and round-joint games 
by the score, also a great many slot ma- 
chines. There was one boxing show run 
by Hughes. 

The rental price of a 30-foot round-top 
joint was $40 for the week and big ma- 
chines $250 and $400 for the same period 
The rides were packed and the price 
was eight cents per ride. At the Not- 
tingham Fair it was 18 and 25 cents per 
ride. 

The beauty of an English fair is that 
there are no other amusements to take 
the crowds away and there are no free 
attractions. The crowd will stay until 
midnight, and it was as cold as ice at 
the Hull Fair, but they remained and 
enjoyed themselves. The shows have 
big flashes and charge four and six cents 
All shows travel the road with either 
motor trucks or steam tractors. The 
tractors drive the dynamos for lighting 
purposes when at the fairs. The games 
até pure games of chance. The living

wagons of the showmen are beautiful. 
They have separate bedroom and living 
room. 

Every fair is laid out in streets and the 
mayor of each town opens the event with 
all tae pomp of his office. He arrives 
in his official robes and all his staff. The 
chief of police and the civic heads come 
with him. People are well catered for 
with everything—food. amusements, toys, 
drinks—ana the hotels havé a special 
license to xeep open all day. The fair 
opens at 10 a.m. and business is on right 
from the start. The only tents used are 


the circus tents. Everything else is all 
framework with canvas tops 
To start in the show business here 


you have to be a wealthy man, as the big 
men here have plenty of money. The 
biggest men in the business are Pat Col. 
lins, John Collins, the Farrar Brothers, 
O’Brien, Marshall Brothers and George 
Gray. 

Rain doesn’t stop the people from go- 


ing to the shows unless it pours and 
then in half an hour's time after it 
stops the grounds are full of people. The 
shows lay up here from January to 
Easter, as the weather is bad 

Bostock Brothers have leased Earl's 
Court in London for an amusement 
park and the big inclosed fair run by 


the Showmen’s Guild takes place at the 
Olympic at Islington, London, but it 
is Only on limited space. The little show- 
men have to take a back seat and get 
the leavings of the big ones. The boxing 
shows all carry portable rings and have 
no open space boxing. The admission «6 
six cénts.

These are all well and good 
and a park would not be a real park 
without them, but a thousand other 
ways and means of serving and enter- 
taining the public now clamors for at- 


tention. And unless the park men lis- 
ten and regard these progressive steps 
forward, they will find their parks left 
out in the cold when the gate receipts 
are counted 

An amusement park owner hopes and 
expects to gain the good will and con- 
tinued patronage of the public. But 
with the innumerable modern entertain- 
ment devices bidding for favor, he can- 
not hope to win that good will by old 
and time-worn methods. He, too, must 
enter the competitive race and vie with 
the others in giving the paying public 
something new, something different, 
something worthwhile for their money. 
And this requires long and earnest con- 
sultation with himself, his manager, his 
board of directors, if there is one, and 
with whomever else is vitally concerned 
the success of the park. There is 
such a@ supply of good—and otherwise— 
amusement instruments that great care 
and judicious thinking must govern the 
selection of such new attractions as 
seem desirable

much as possible with additional man- 
made improvements, {s a tremendously 
important point, and cannot be stressed 
too strongly. Beauty of grounds, beauty 
in the layout and arrangement of the 
buildings and various attractions, booths, 
concessions, etc., beauty of color, sym- 
metry and harmony of construction lines, 
should be striven for in the last detuil. 


HE approach to the park shoula reg- 
ister a pleasing impression on the 
visitor from a purely ocular stand- 
point, before he even tests the offered 
allurements inside the park grounds. 
Spaciousness, yet a certain compactness 
of design and distribution of various de- 
vices is desirable in drawing patronage. 
A park strategically located so that it 


can be quickly and comfortably reached 
from any direction and by any manner 
of transportation, yet being far enough 
away from the heart of a city to make 
the trip seem worthwhile, is still another 
feature worth thinking about in the 
building of new parks. 


Natural points of beauty should, of 
course, be emphasized and enhanced as 
much as possible. The fundamental 
structural arrangement of a park is first 
consideration in planning a recreation 
resort for public amusement. One with 
natural advantages is certainly easier to 
beautify and improve than one with 
none at all. Expert attention is now 
being given to the physical contours of 
prospective amusement parks, and the 
services of skilled men is being brought 
into use in laying out the landscape and 
attending to the topographical features 
with relation to the remainder of the 
buildings and structures and equipment 
On the park grounds. 


The need to give the public something 
the other fellow has not, should bring 
out quite a number of interesting amuse- 
ment devices from among the many 
modern ones on the market. Compe- 
tition is greater now than ever before 
and the amusment park has manifold 
competitors to vie with in drawing the 
“summer crowds. So it is up to each park 
owner and manager to put into his park 
those attractions which will be of most 
benefit in bringing patrons to his ree 
sort. Practicality is of first importance 
—and it is no child's play to assemble 
together in one park those features 
which will bring in the profits, and leave 
out those which will develop into liabil- 
ites. 


HEREFORE, park men throughout 
the country are devoting earnest 
and concentrated thought and ef- 
fort to the development and improvee 
ment of their amusement parks, with 
the result that better and more worth- 


while parks will be ready for the amuse- # 


ment-seeking crowds when the summer 
season opens. 

New buildings, attractively painted in 
colors not too glaring, but pleasing to 
the eye; entertainment features in close 
enough proximity so as to be of easy 
accessibility to patrons; ample grounds 
for picnics, outings, etc.; features such 
as swimming pools, dance halls and oth- 
er specialties; plenty of amusement de- 
vices, new and kept in excellent condi- 
tion; new and unusual concessions with 


worth-while prizes, backed by a managee . 


ment of sterling character and unques- 
tionable standing, should make an 
amusement park rate with any competi- 
tor in the country.

ritory every summer and pack his tent

Sig had a great show in those days.

After the death of 
his wife, Ida, who was in reality the 
mainstay of the circus, acting as treas- 
urer, ticket-seller and business manager, 
Sig disposed of his property in Homer 
and spent his last days with a friend ata 
hotel in Glens Falls. By way of amuse- 
ment he put on shows for children in 
schoolhouses and also two seasons with 
carnivals doing his knee figures in a 
circus side show. 

It was quite generally believed that 
Sig was in want during his declining

truth I know for a fact that when 
Sig was in Cortland both Ida and him- 
elf had on deposit in separate ac- 
ounts $100,000 in one of the Cortland 
banks Sig met with misfortune when.

One of these ad- 
vised him to raise some oat shoots in 
boxes down in the cellar near the fur- 
nace and feed them to the young chicks 
He had several thousand litt chick- 
ens in pens fh a big poultry house and 
to these he fed the oat shoot They 
choked every one of them to deatn and 
this so angered Sig th he sold [ 


all da 


his hens and went out of the business 
forever. 


Sig, like all circus owners with whom 
I have come in contact, had his pecudar- 


ities. In fact, he was a choleric old 
fellow at times, but he was a real show- 
man and a fine man to work for The 
story has been told of him and is told 
today whenever oe get together 
that Sig used to walk into the cookhouse 
whenever there was a crowd around and 
shout to his cook, “Give them all the 
eggs they want”, holding up one finger 
Now I was with the show for 15 year 
winter and summer, and I never heard 
him say this and the food w better 
and there was more of it and better 
cooked than is served today in many o 
the present big circuses 

Sig liked to feed his employees and 
used to make it a point to be on ham 
at every meal and see to it that every- 
one got plenty. He had a playful hal 
of sometimes smashing an egg on the 


head of a clown or breaking a hardta 
biscuit on the head of some of his | 
but fhey took it good-naturedly and 
were rather proud of being singled out 
for his attention. 

Sig had two obsessions. One was fish- 
ing and the other picking up you 
men and breaking them into the bu 
ness. His three favorites were Charles 
Banks, Frank H. Stowell and myself 
Charlie Banks was made a press agen‘ 
and later became a legal adjuster 
Frank Storell did almost everythin 
around the show and finally graduated 
as Car manager and agent. He is now 
located in Fort Edwards, Y., engaged 
in newspaper work 

I was agent of the Flow Crowell, Emery 


and Mason repertory company up in 
Maine when I first met Sig. He was 
showing in Belfast and in company with 
Harry Horne, then agent for the Tucker’s 
Little Giant show, a little wagon show 
out of Springfield, Mass., we went up to 
the front door and Horne in troduc ed m¢ 
to Sig le looked me over and blurted 
out “How'd you like to work for me?” 
I was not getting money regularly with 
the rep. show and his offer f $10 a wee 
looked pretty good. I saw the show tha 
afternoon and the next morning w 
sent overland with a rse and buggy to 
catch the advance 7 mile ' 
Pittsfield, Me. I \ to n the advance

Dave Haley soon realized that somebody 
had lied and I was summarily fired 
Fortunately I knew conductor on the 


Maine Central that ran from Portland

Sig put 
me to work candy butchering and a 
short time after that called me into 
the side show one afternoon and put 
me in the connection selling reserved 
seats 

Sig's pride was the big horse made 
of crust diamonds which he wore in his 
shirt front.

Montana Racing Bill 
Signed by Governor 


BILLINGS, Mont., March 16—Gov 
7ohn E. Erickson, of Montana, has 
Signed substitute House Bill No. 77, pro- 
viding for 30 days of racing under the 
pari-mutuel or co-ownership plan of 
horse racing in counties of 40,000 or 
more population. The bill also provides 
for six days’ racing in «all other coun- 


ties of the State, its 
made for fairs or racing associations 

Ibe bill passed the I">use of Repre- 
sentatives by a vote of 68 to 31 and the 
Senate by a vote of 36 to 18. There was 
some opposition to its pasasge in the 
Senate. A compromise was ‘nade with 
those opposing the bil! by adding a 
clause which will not permit any bet- 
ting on Sundays or by minors 

The fairmen of the State are well 
pleased with the outcome of the hill, as 
it was sponsored by the hocky Moun- 
tain Association of Foirs to clarify the 
Montana laws with refercmce to betting 
on horse races. Several of the fairs in 
the State have been operating for the 
past two years the co-ownership plan 
under a decision rendered by the Su- 
preme Court of Montana The bill 
signed yesterday by the Governor of 
Montana amends section 11,180 of the 
Revised Codes of 1921, making it lawful 
to bet on races at fairs i at rece 
conducted by racing associations

He 
was in the “20th Century” New York 
Central wreck near Chicago a score of 
years ago and lingered between life and 
Geath a considerable time. Fully re- 
covered, active and still a hustler when 
occasion demands, he is in reality a 
veteran in service and youthful in ap- 
pearance. 

John F. Stowe, whose name was fa- 
miliar to circus patrons both as an 
owner and on the business staff of other 
Owners as early as 1880, has in recent 
years operated a motorized Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin tent show in the Eastern States 
in summer and enjoys the comforts of 
a@ cozy home, known as “The Bungalow”, 
at Niles, Mich. 


J. H. LaPearl, an acrobat in his early 
career, owner of the LaPearl Circus, or- 
ganized at Vandalia, Ill., in 1891, and 
Operated under his management thru a 
decade of successful seasons, is the fa- 
ther of Roy and Harry LaPearl, who 
have made their names familiar to cir- 
cus patrons thru connection with leading 
circus organizations. In retirement from 
show business for a number of years, the 
senior LaPearl now takes the comforts 
of life from a profitable pigeon farm 
on @ rural route out of Indianapolis. 

Jake Posey, that record-holding driver 
of circus teams, in the business con- 
tinuously since he joined Hyatt Frost’s 
Van Amburg Show as driver of the six- 
horse trunk wagon team, season of 1880, 
is now in Sparks’ Circus winter quarters 
at Macon, Ga., ready for the 1929 season. 
For veteran honors and commendable 
praise for faithful and efficient service 
as a driver and boss hostler, he deserves 
the highest award.

are too many actors. I have a remedy. 


It is a drastic one, however. What I 
mean is that Equity should declare a 
closed shop. I realize that this profes- 


sion needs new blood, but a limit should 
be placed on fhe number of amateurs 
who are allowed to join the association 
each year. The stagehands have done it. 
Do you know that at the present tim 
Local No. 1, New York, has a waiting list 
of 500, and that the dues in that union 
are $250? At the present time in New 
York there are some producers who are 
paying actors as little as $25 a week. But 
the stagehands and other employees are 
getting their regular rate. We shoulder 
the gamble, and yet it is we whom the 
public pays to see. Something must be 
done, or else the old slogan will be the 
only true outlook: ‘Cheer up, the worst 
is yet to come.’ 

William A. Brady, veteran producer and 
himself a member of Equity, also spoke 
from the floor: 

“Within three years the legitimate 
theater will be almost off the map,” said 
Brady. “Do you know that at the pres- 
ent time every legitimate theater on 
Broadway has gone movie and that with- 
in the past 24 hours contracts have been 
signed with a leading picture corpora- 
tion whereby the same goes for two 
houses located on side streets? You may 
be sure that when the picture people 
are convinced that a picture can do prof- 
itable business on a side street, the end 
of legit. is in sight.. The economic ar- 


rangement of the American theater is all 
wrong. We are doing a lot of talk about 
the American Theater Board, but what 
has become of it? A few months ago 
there was a most important and dis- 
tinguished meeting at which the actors, 
the producers and the dramatists were 
represented. What happened? I will 
let someone else tell you of that.” 
Frank Gillmore, president of Equity, 
who presided at the meeting, then ex- 
plained that Brady knew well what had 


happened. “The Dramatists’ Guild sus- 
pended discussions because the pfro- 
ducers led by Brady, defeated the divis- 


ible copyright bill and because of that 
the Dramatists would not continue,” 

An Equity member then suggested 
that second and third companies be in- 
stalled in the New York theaters so that 
the houses could be kept open all day. 
She argued that at the present time the 
legitimate theaters are open only 20 
hours a week. 

Brady followed with a few words agree- 
ing with this suggestion and adding that 
Equity should take steps to allow Sun- 
day performances, saying that the vaude- 
ville and picture managers were starting 
off the week at a prcfit while the legit. 
producer faced the two leanest days of 
the week, Monday and Tuesday. An- 
other Equity member then reminded 
Brady that he controlled the biggest hit 
in town, Street Scene, and that he was 
free to recruit second and third com- 
panies and keep his theater open all 
day if he so wished. 


Paul N. Turner, Equity council, ex- 
plained the agency problem and outlined 
the legal barriers that have kept the as- 
sociation from enforcing legislation. He 
was emphatic in declaring, however, that 
Equity will find a way of remedying the 
agency evil. 

Frank Gillmore then remarked about 
the statute proposed by New York As- 
semblyman Langdon W. Post, which 
would not hold the actors Mable when 


immoral plays were raided. Gillmore said 
that Equity was behind the move, and 
that if it proved successful in New York 
State, that steps would be taken to have 
a similar law put on the statute books 
of the other States. 

It was further intimated by Gillmore 
that steps would be taken by Equity, in 
association with the other branches of 
the theater, to remey the ticket specu- 
lation problem unless it is cleaned up in 
the near future. Gillmore said: “Ticket 
speculation is the worst factor affecting 
the theater in New York. The theater 
is losing the good will of the public, and 
unless the robbery being perpetrated on 
the public is stopped, we will feel com- 
pelled to take action.” 

It was reported at the meeting that 
over $30,000 had been raised this season 
for the Actors’ Fund thru the special 
matinees which are compulsory for all 
attractions showing a run of 20 weeks. 
It was stated that this same policy might 
be widened to include stock companies 
and other fields. 

Discussing the effect of the alien rul- 
ing in connection with the employment 
situation, Gillmore said that English 
newspapers reported that 225 English 
actors had returned to that country this 
season because they were not eligible for 
parts in New York. 

The upshot of the employment dis- 
cussion was that the meeting recom- 
mended that the council appoint 
mittee to study the economic ills of the 
theater and make recommendations for 
their cure.
